Bradley University students 
were pleasantly surprised when 
they returned to the campus to 
discover that the much talked 
about University Book and Sup¬ 
ply Store has become a reality. 

The Campus Trading Post, as it 
will be called, is an attractive 
room located in the Bradley gym 
for the convenience of the stu¬ 
dent body and faculty. 

For several years now, students 
have discussed the possibility of 
having a book store located on 
the campus for economic and con¬ 
venience reasons. But it took the 
efforts of the Student Council 
and the Bradley Scout to mate¬ 
rialize these thoughts into a feasi¬ 
ble plan. 

Hours Announced 

During the first two weeks, 
starting September 26, the Post 
will be open from 8:00 a. m. to 
9:00 p. m. with the exception of 
Saturday. The store closes at 
noon on this day. After the rush, 
the Post will be open until 7:00 
p. m. Monday, Wednesday, and 
Friday. Traffic in the store will 
determine the nights that the 
Post will be open as experience 
will enable the officials to deter¬ 
mine proper evenings to give the 
best service. Any changes in Post 
hours will appear in the Scout. 


The annual opening social event is open to all students 
who will be admitted by passbooks.

Approach 7 # 000 Mark 

Enrollment of more than 3000 regular Bradley students got off 
to a rapid start Monday and yesterday as upperclassmen encountered 
few shags in the accelerated procedure of registration in the field- 
house. 

More than 2000 students will have registered by 5:00 p. m. to¬ 
night. University officials expect another 1100 sophomores, freshmen, 


and transfer students to register

tomorrow and Friday. The total 
enrollment may reach 3200 full 
time students. 

This is only a slight decrease 
from last semester's enrollment 
of 3400 and the 3671 of a year 
ago. Total enrollment in alt col¬ 
leges of the University, including 
night school and special students, 
will approach the 7000 mark, al¬ 
most as many as last year's rec¬ 
ord total. 

The great noticeable change in 
enrollment was in the ratio of 
men to women students in the 
freshman class. Of the approxi¬ 
mately 800 frosh to register, 
about 285 were women. This ra¬ 
tio of 3 men to every female is 
the most favorable (according 
to the men) since the war. How¬ 
ever, the overall campus ratio re¬ 
mains almost 5 to 1, as compared 
to the 5.5 to 1 of last year. 

Included among the registrants 
were 300 transfer students from 
other colleges and universities. 
Many other transfer students* ap¬ 
plications were turned down ac¬ 
cording to the Registrar's office.

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BRADLEY TO SEEK THIRD GRID WIN 

Powerful Drake Eleven Plays 
Braves Here Saturday Night 

On Saturday, October 1, at 8 p. m., the Bradley Braves play 
their first Conference football game as a member of the Missouri 
Valley Conference, against a powerful Drake eleven from Des Moines, 
Iowa. 

Thirty-three Drake lettermen will invade the Peoria Stadium, 
minus only two reserves from last year’s team. The Bulldogs beat 

the Braves last* year in Des*- 

Moines by a 17-14 count on a field 
goal by Dick Steere in the closing 
seconds of the game. They went 
on to win the Salad Bowl game, 
beating the University of Ari¬ 
zona 14-13. 

Others of the all-veteran team 
who will face Bradley are, Tom 
Beinemann, Merwin Soper and 
Johnny Bright. Bienemann is a 
6’ 3" 215 pounder from Kenosha, 

Wis. Twice he was on the All- 
Missouri Valley Conference first 
team and is one of the leading 
pass receivers in the country. 

Soper is a 250 pound Tackle, while 
Bright runs from a halfback po¬ 
sition. 

Drake will be lead to Peoria by 
their new coach, Warren Gaer. 

The former Drake star coached 
three years at Pepperdine Col¬ 
lege, during which time his teams 
won 22 games while dropping 
only 6. Gaer has switched from a 
“T” formation to the single wing, 
from which he passes quite often. 

Two weeks ago, Drake threw 24 
passes in crushing S. Dakota St. 

40-0.

Ripon Defeated 
In Grid Opener 
By Braves 14-0 

Flashing a whirlwind first quar¬ 
ter offense, and then lapsing into 
a coma for the next three, the 
Braves opened the 1949 campaign 
by defeating Ripon 14-0. All of 
the offensive fireworks came in 
the first quarter although both 
teams threatened several times 
later in the game. 

Taking over on their own 37 
yard line early in the first quar¬ 
ter, The Braves marched straight 
down the field with Bill Bushell 
and Bob Flanagan carrying the 
mail. After a five yard penalty 
had set them back momentarily, 
Gib Carl stepped back and fired 
a touchdown pass to halfback 
Jim Heiniger in the end zone. 
Buck Stamp converted and the 
Braves led 7-0.

Although the Braves’ first two games weren’t exactly setups, 
they were only minor skirmishes compared to Saturday night’s 
coming battle with Drake. The Bulldog invasion will mark the 
Braves’ first venture into conference play, and from all indications 
it should be quite a ball game.

Few Bradley fans will forget last year’s game at Des Moines. 
The Braves went into that contest a two-touchdown underdog, but 
showing a fighting spirit that couldn’t be denied, they played the 
vaunted Bulldogs on even terms. They even forged out in front 
at one time, only to have the Bulldogs come back to tie it up at 
14 all. That’s the way it stood until the waning seconds of the game 
when Drake’s Dick Steere booted a field goal to hand the Braves 
a heartbreaking 17-14 defeat. 

The loss was especially bitter since time had apparently run 
uot before the Bulldogs lined up for the kick that decided the ball 
gae.

Memories of that defeat still linger in the minds of Coach Art 
Bergstrom and his players as they prepare for Saturday night's 
ball game. Should the Braves respond as Coach Bergstrom hopes 
they will, the game should develop into a real thriller.

Besides the revenge angle, the Braves will have an added in 
centive for a victory on Saturday night. The game will be their 
official debut in Missouri Valley football. Last year’s games with 
conference teams did not count in the league standings since the 
Braves were not competing as a conference member. The caliber 
of competition in the conference will be the stiffest ever faced by 
a Bradley football squad.

Football experts have relegated the Braves to the cellar posi¬ 
tion for this coming season, while nominating Drake as a possible 
darkhorse in the conference race. Coach Bergstrom and his squad 
are well aware of these predictions, and nothing would please them 
more than to upset Drake as well as the experts’ forecasts concern¬ 
ing their position in the conference.

The athletic relationship between Drake and Bradley, although 
not very old, has developed into quite a rivalry. Last year’s foot¬ 
ball game started things off and the basketball game played on 
Bulldogs’ floor last winter added fuel to the fire. At that, the Braves 
were riding high, having just returned from a successful invasion 
of the west coast, and were looking forward to a return game 
with Oklahoma A&M. 


Flanagan’s Record 96 Yard Run 
Sets Up Braves’ Second Grid Win 

There were heroes galore at the stadium last Saturday night 
as the Bradley Braves defeated a fighting Louisiana Tech eleven 
20-18 in a topnotch gridiron attraction. Bob Flanagan, Gib Carl, 
Buck Stamp, and Del Driscoll led the heroes parade as the Braves 

copped their second victory in a* - - - 

row. 


Trailing 12-0 at halftime, Coach 
Art Bergstrom’s men flashed 
their finest offensive form of the 
season in the second half, rack¬ 
ing up three touchdowns, two 
from far out. 

12-0 At Half 

The visitors counted twice in 
the second quarter, once on a 16 
yard pass play that climaxed a 
sustained drive down field, and 
again on a 17 yard end sweep. 
A freak Bradley aerial attempt 
set up the Southerners’ second 
score. Larry Corray, passing 
from Tech’s 45, was badly rushed 
and his hurried pass to Bill Tut¬ 
tle bounced off the latter’s back, 
and into the arms of Tech’s Red 
Rawls who carried it all the way 
down to the Braves 17, before 
Harry Gregory caught him from 
behind. Louisiana fullback Jewel 
Humphries then carried it over 
on the next play. 

Carl engineered the Braves 
first score shortly after the sec¬ 
ond half got underway. He fired 
once to Driscoll, once to Heiniger, 
and again to Bushell who took it 
on the 10 and scampered across 
for the score. Buck Stamp con¬ 
verted for the first of his two 
extra points that eventually 
spelled victory for the Braves. 

Carl Passes 

Bradley forged ahead shortly 
after this with Carl again at the 
controls. This time he heaved a 
40 yard touchdown pass to Flan¬ 
agan who made a twisting, leap¬ 
ing catch to take the ball away 
from two Tech defenders in the 
end zone. Stamp again converted. 

Late in the final period the 
Southerners’ Jimmy Harrison put 
the Braves in a hole with a beau¬ 


tiful coffin corner punt that 
bounced out of bounds on the 
Bradley 4 yard line. Tech’s joy 
was short lived, however, as 
Flanagan, on the next play, took 
a hand-off from Carl, ripped 
through the right side of the 
line, but back to his left and 
raced 96 yards down the side¬ 
lines for the outstanding play of 
the night. The touchdown jaunt, 
longest in Bradley history, was 
made possible by Del Driscoll 
who threw the bek block into the 
last Tech defender. 

Five Coaches 
Lead Braves’ 
Football Charges 

With the addition of Tony 
Juska, the Bradley football 
coaching staff now numbers five, 
including two freshman coaches. 
Spearheading the staff is head 
coach Arthur Bergstrom, who is 
in his second season on the hill¬ 
top. 

One of Bradley’s all time great 
ends, Virgil Van Cleve, has been 
moved up to replace Dutch Mein- 
en as line coach, while Juska 
takes over as end coach. Fresh 
from an impressive one year 
stand at Peoria Manual, the 
former Purdue University grid 
star is a valuable addition to the 
school’s athletic program. 

Taking charge of the freshmen 
and also assisting with the var¬ 
sity are Leo Schrall and Don 
Ashley. The former is a Notre 
Dame alumnus, and serves as 
head baseball coach at Bradley. 

Ashley is another former Brad¬ 
ley star athlete. Don scintillated 
in both basketball and baseball 
during his college career.

He was elected leader of 
the Liberal Party in 1930, was 
elected Premier in 1933, serving 
until 1940 when he took the post 
ot Minister of the Navy. 

He holds the degree of Bache¬ 
lor of Arts from St Francis Xavi¬ 
er University in Nova Scotia; 
LL.B. Dalhousie University, Hali¬ 
fax; S.J.D. Harvard University; 
and LL.D. degrees from Dalhou¬ 
sie University; University of Ot¬ 
tawa; Queens University and St. 
Francis Xavier University. He has 
written widely of Public Affairs 
and Constitutional Law. He is 
now making his first coast to 
coast speaking tour. ,

Notable for his courage and his 
crisp, clear, original thinking, he 
is one of Canada’s principal ora¬ 
tors.

The Pi Kap speak¬ 
ers' literature, including a write¬ 
up and picture of each speaker, 
went out to hundreds of clubs, 
business and community organ¬ 
izations, schools, and churches. 
All students who register with 
the bureau for speaking engage¬ 
ments must be approved by the 
local chapter of Pi Kappa Delta. 

At least fifteen graduate stu¬ 
dents in speech will be assisting 
the professors of the department 
with instruction or will be help¬ 
ing as coaches for the large 
forensic squad. This addition 
promises to provide the needed 
help to make Bradley’s squad 
the best in the nation.

Rent Controls 
Protect Many 
BU Students 


Mr. H. S. Heilman, area rent 
director, announced September 
29 that college students who live 
off the immediate campus are 
still under the protection of his 
office from unauthorized over¬ 
charges and evictions. 

But, dormitory rooms on the 
campus or other college spon¬ 
sored housing units are no longer 
under rent control, he stated. 
Students living in private resi¬ 
dences, where there are only two 
roomers, or in buildings com¬ 
pleted after February 1, 1947, 
also have no protection. 

‘'Every student who rents a 
room or other living accommo- 
datitons subject to rent control 
is entitled to see the registration 
statement on the particular unit,” 
he said. “This statement will tell 
him how much rent to pay and 
what services to expect in return 
for the rent.” 


Social Work 
Fully Approved 
For Bradley 

A curriculum for social work¬ 
ers fully accredited by the Na¬ 
tional Association of Schools of 
Social Service Administration is 
now available to Bradley stu¬ 
dents. 

Full accrediting of the Bradley 
program and faculty was given 
at the national convention of the 
association at Cleveland this sum¬ 
mer, according to Professor Le- 
Roy Kohler, director of social 
work at Bradley. 

Both undergraduate and grad¬ 
uate work is now offered by the 
university in the field of social 
service. Beginning this fall term, 
seventeen new courses and eight 
new part-time faculty members 
will be added to the program.

Community Organization; Psy¬ 
chosomatic Medicine; Social Leg¬ 
islation! Probation, Parole, and 
Police Work; Community Recrea¬ 
tion; Principles of Scout Leader¬ 
ship; Social Work in Institutions; 
Principles of Psychiatry; ad¬ 
vanced courses in case work, 
group work, and public welfare; 
Seminar in Supervision and Ad¬ 
ministration of Social Work Agen¬ 
cies; and Supervised Field Work. 

The National Association of 
Schools of Social Service Admin¬ 
istration is composed of some 
forty colleges and universities, 
most of which are state schools 
such as Michigan State, Univer¬ 
sity of Wisconsin, and Oklahoma 
University.

The NSA is an organization of 
college student bodies, represent- j 
ed through their student govern¬ 
ments. It was created to serve 
the long-existing need for a rep 
resentative inter-collegiate organ¬ 
ization designed to serve the 
American student community, 
and to promote student interests 
and welfare. 

NSA’s aims and purposes are 
outlined in the preamble to its 
constitution in which the associa¬ 
tion is dedicated to: maintain 
academic freedom, develop better 
educational standards, improve 
student welfare, guarantee to all 
people equal rights and possibil¬ 
ities for education, and foster the 
recognition of the rights and re¬ 
sponsibilities of students to the 
school, the community, humanity, 
and God, and to preserve the in¬ 
terests and integrity of the gov¬ 
ernment and constitution of the 
U. S. A. 

There are three levels of NSA 


campus. The national level main¬ 
tains an annual National Student 
Congress. The regional level 
operates similar to the Illinois 
regional—through five regional 
commissions. 


In the student community, the I 
lack of organization has long 
been a problem. There is need 
for an association to represent 
maturely and intelligently, the 
needs and opinions of a vast 
body of college students to the | 
public, state and federal agencies. 

If students are to become con¬ 
cerned with the direction of high¬ 
er education it is desirable that 
the best thought and discussion 
be encouraged by and among the 
students themselves. 

It is at this point that the Brad¬ 
ley Student Council now stands. 
Short, but thorough investigation 
has already been made by SC of 
NSA, and more investigation will 
be made. It is the hope of the 
NSA committee of the student 
council, that Bradley can make a 
decision upon entrance into NSA 
this fall or early winter.

The strength of the United Nations is in 
the will to peaceful cooperation of the more 
than a billion human beings who are repre¬ 
sented by their governments. The core of 
its action and the hope of its future is the 
enlightened self interest of nations. 

It is only you as a world as well as an 
American citizen that can add more strength 
and respect to the UN by giving to it a great¬ 
er interest.

NSA Strongest Student Group in United States History 

(Second of a series of articles about NSA) 

4946 the United States stood almost alone without membership and representation in the 
World Student Congress. Twenty-five American students returning from the 1946 Prague meeting 

°. , the the World Student Congress, conceived the idea of forming a U. S. National Student Asso- 
'Ciation. 

In December, 1946, at the University of Chicago, a conference was called by these 25 students 
to consider the formation of such an organization. A continuations committee, elected at the Chicago 
Student Conference, prepared a draft constitution and organized the Constitutional Convention of 
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NSA, held at the University of 
Wisconsin in September, 1947. At 
that time students representing 
over 350 colleges established the 
constitution and mapped a pro¬ 
gram for the newly-formed U S. 
NSA. 

After just two years of its his¬ 
tory, NSA has developed into the 
strongest student group ever or¬ 
ganized in this country. 

Wide Scope 

The scope of National Student 
Association activities range from 
the proverbial A to Z; activities 
that suit the taste of the apa¬ 
thetic or zealous American col¬ 
lege student. 

On the highest plane, NSA can 
be defined as an institution of 
culture and intellect; an institu¬ 
tion purposed to strive toward 
democratic learning and freedom. 
On the grass-roots plane, NSA 
can be defined as an organization 
designed to assist campus stu¬ 
dents with financial, transporta¬ 
tion, scholarship, and housing 
problems. 

To assist students financially, 
NSA has developed what is called 
the purchase card system (PCS), 
which through community level 
organization, obtains purchase 
discounts at local business con¬ 
cerns for students at member 
NSA colleges. The cards entitle 
the student holder to guaranteed 
discounts at cooperating enter-

prises throughout the nation. 
NSA encourages the adoption of 
the PCS plan, where feasible, as 
a part of its program for the im¬ 
provement of student welfare. 

Student Welfare 
NSA strives to keep college fees 
from increasing; seeks reduced 
rates to students traveling; as¬ 
sists in student loan techniques; 
and seeks to help solve the prob¬ 
lem of student housing. 

At the second annual congress 
of NSA last August, more than 
80 delegates, representing more 
than 300 colleges and universities

The same line that was good enough to 
stop W. & J. cold the week before, just wasn’t good enough to hold 
Tulsa. The Braves have the backs, but no backfield man is going 
very far unless his line is opening holes in the opposition’s forward 
wall.

Mr. Zebell stated that parking 
in the red and white areas is 
forbidden at all times, and is 
also restricted in the areas be¬ 
tween Seipert and Duryea Halls 
and in the back of the Business 
Office, which are reserved for 
the faculty and administrative 
personnel. Additional restricted 
parking areas include the ends 
of the boulevards on Institute 
Place, around the circle in front 
of Bradley Hall, all crosswalks 
and in front of Holmes Hall, 
according to Zebell. The area be¬ 
hind the Horology Building is re¬ 
served for the paraphegics own¬ 
ing cars. 

Will Expel Violators 

It was announced that cars 
should be parked between the 
white marker lines running par¬ 
allel to the curb. These markers 
afford fire protection since the 
parking of cars wdthin the white 
lines provides ample space for 
the passage of fire trucks. 

It was stated that a fine of $2 
will be issued for any traffic vio¬ 
lation and it must be paid within 
one week. Negligence in payment 
of a fine will increase the price 
$1 for each additional week. Stu¬ 
dents neglecting to pay their 
fines will receive no grades, 
transcripts, or permission to re¬ 
enter the university the follow¬ 
ing semester. Students are also 
urged to remember that three 
traffic violations automatically 
expel a student from school.

Shaw's Book 

Mrs. LeForrest Miller, instruct¬ 
or of the Great Books classes at 
Bradley, will review George Ber¬ 
nard Shaw’s recent autobiograph¬ 
ical volume, “Sixteen Self 
Sketches,” following a social half- 
hour at 4 p. m. in the Illinois 
room of the campus Tepee.

Shaw’s new work promises to 
be a rich reading experience for 
it provides “fascinating reading 
and will be indispensable to any¬ 
one who seriously considers the 
problem of Shaw” as was stated 
in the New York Herald Trib¬ 
une’s weekly book review.

Student Council has turned the matter 
over to a sub-committee for study; certain 
members of the IFC have unofficially met 
(or tried to meet) to discuss the situation 
of campus politics and coalitions. Pressure 
has been brought to bear upon the SCOUT 
to jump on the band-wagon to “rip” through 
coalition politics. 

Before the SCOUT will join in this chorus 
of cries of “down with coalitions,” one ques¬ 
tion will have to be answered: What rami¬ 
fications will result if coalitions are de¬ 
stroyed and campus politics reorganized? 

What will happen if coalitions are de¬ 
stroyed? Won’t an all-Greek group be 
formed which will be dominated by a few of 
the stronger groups? Is there a way to 
guarantee active participation in campus 
politics of Independents and all others if 
coalitions are destroyed? 

There are several other problems that 
need solution along with this problem of 
coalitions! 

Has anyone ever wondered that possibly a 
superfluous number of class officers are 
elected? What value do underclassmen offi¬ 
cers serve? And, how many of the upper- 
class officers work or contribute to their 
class organizations. 

Is there a need or a demand from the Uni- 
versity or its student body for strong and 
alert Student Council or class officer organ¬ 
izations? This year’s Council is extremely 
active and unified in its work and organiza¬ 
tion. Yet, SC this year is attempting to gain 
the legislative and judicial powers that it 
should have, BUT DOES NOT have at 
Bradley! 

Before the SCOUT climbs on the “band¬ 
wagon,” the above questions and pertinent 
problems will have to be given a full consid¬ 
eration bv everyone concerned.

Record Enrollment 
Greets Returning 
Alumni Throng 

Bradley University’s enroll¬ 
ment soared to an all-time record 
this fall, and according to avail¬ 
able reports, the school may be 
the only privately-endowed uni¬ 
versity in the nation to show such 
increase. 

Figures released by President 
David B. Owen placed the enroll¬ 
ment at 3,661 daytime students, 
compared to 3,644 this time last 
year. 

The increase came as a sur¬ 
prise. President Owen said a five 
percent decrease in the enroll 
ment had been expected, in the 
light of college statistics through¬ 
out the nation. 

Enrollment in other divisions of 
study at Bradley was expected to 
shoot the total to more than 8,000 
students. Other divisions include 
evening, horology, summer, spe¬ 
cial music and art, and extension. 

The number of graduate stu¬ 
dents multiplied from 67 to 213. 
There were 967 seniors, 903 fresh¬ 
men, 750 sophomores, and 678 
juniors. About 200 upperclass 
transfer students registered. 
President Owen pointed out that 
many others were denied admis¬ 
sion because they had not left 
their last school in good standing. 


Mr. Broehl came to Bradley 
two years ago from a job in Chi¬ 
cago with the Western Slectric 
Company, but his home town is 
Peoria. 

When the Homecoming show 
was first planned last semester, 
Mr. Laurence McKenna was made 
faculty chairman, but during the 
summer Mr. McKenna decided to 
transfer to Whittier College in 
California, so a new faculty ad¬ 
visor had to be found. Mr. 
Broehl was decided upon and he 
accepted the responsibility. 

His main job as Homecoming 
chairman, is to manage the 
finances and settle any difficul¬ 
ties that might arise between the 
different student committees. 
These committees were already 
chosen by Mr. McKenna before he 
left and were taken over by Mr. 
Broehl. He has said that if he 
had to make the choice over 
again he would choose the same 
people. 

Committees Work 

These student committees have 


been working hard since before 
school started. They have been 
working under very great han¬ 
dicaps because of the construc¬ 
tion of the Field House. 

Mr. Broehl has found that the 
interest in the Homecoming 
activities on this campus really 
rate A-l with the student body 
and faculty, and that everybody 
is really in there pitching to make 
this one the best ever. 

His personal feelings are best 
expressed by one of his own 
statements: “The 1949 Homecom¬ 
ing at Bradley, I believe, will be 
the best of a long history of suc¬ 
cessful shows. The excellent 
spirit of cooperation among all 
the campus organizations and in¬ 
dividuals is particularly valuable 
this year and the interest on the 
part of the alumni is at an all 
time peak. I think we all have a 
definite opportunity to utilize 
Homecoming of 1949 as a means 
of obtaining an even more uni¬ 
fied and outstanding university.”

1949 A Critical Football Year

Last Saturday the Braves absorbed a 35-12 beating at the hands of Louisville. The 
week before they lost to Tulsa 55-6, and prospects for a victory over Delaware on Saturday 
are very slim. These facts do not present anything for Bradley fans to become enthusias¬ 
tic about. The Braves are definitely having a bad year. However, before criticizing the 
coach, the team, the trainers or 


anybody else let’s look at some 
facts that have a bearing on the 
situation. 

Everyone connected with foot¬ 
ball at Bradley knew that this 
was to be a critical year for the 
! football team. When Bradley 
| officials first met with Missouri 
Valley representatives, both sides 
knew that it would be several 
years before Bradley football 
teams would be ready to compete 
with conference schools. At that 
time, A. J. Robertson ventured 
the opinion that it would be 
three or four years before the 
Braves would win a conference 
game. 

Coach Bergstrom, and his aids, 
took a rather pessimistic outlook 
on this year’s football picture. 
True, they had 25 lettermen re¬ 
turning from last year’s squad 
that had almost won a bid to the 
Sun Bowl, and had impressed 
everyone with their tremendous 
offensive power. However, gone 
from that team were such stand¬ 
outs as Billy Stone, Jimmy Rob¬ 
ertson and Gene Depperschmidt, 
all of whom joined the profes¬ 
sional ranks. Graduation took 
Clyde Todd, Marv Schultz, and 
Tom Peterson, the three top 
ranking guards. On top of this 
Ken Weeks, considered by many

as the top lineman on the squad, 
was injured in a softball game 
during the summer and was lost 
to the team for the season. Cer¬ 
tainly everyone will agree that 
these were costly losses for a 
team about to face the most 
critical season in the school’s 
history. 

Those Bradley fans who follow 
the fortunes of the football team 
will recall that one of the school’s 
most disastrous football seasons 
occurred some ten years ago 
when the team won only one 
game all season. They lost to 
Monmouth College 40-0, and their 
only victory was a 3-0 conquest 
of Macomb. Two years later 
with the same coach, same assist 
ants, same field, and same equip¬ 
ment, the Bradley football team 
started a string of 20 consecu¬ 
tive games without defeat. In¬ 
cluded in the string was a 0-0 tie 
with the University of Illinois, 
a team that later in the season 
defeated Michigan and the great 
Tommy Harmon 16-7. This is 
but one example of the rise and 
fall of a school’s athletic fortunes 
within the short space of two 
years. 

Returning to the present, this 
year the Braves have one of their 
finest freshman squads in his-

tory. It would be foolhardy to 
predict that within two years 
these freshmen will be in the 
midst of a twenty game winning 
streak, but it would certainly be 
logical to say that the material 
which the coaches will have, will 
be of a high caliber. Barring 
unforeseen misfortunes, these 
freshmen should provide a nu¬ 
cleus for a fine football team at 
Bradley in the next few years. 

The present varsity, besides 
suffering the losses of key men 
already mentioned, have been 
plagued by injuries throughout 
the season. They lost Bob Ras- 
annen and Harry Arp for both 
the Tulsa and Louisville games. 
Gib Carl was performing far 
from peak efficiency in those 
games due to a sinus infection, 
leaving only Larry Corray to 
handle the quarterback chores. 
The other players (more than 
anyone else) regretted the humili¬ 
ating losses to Tulsa and Louis¬ 
ville. 

These are all facts that should 
be taken into consideration by 
anyone discussing the football 
fortunes of the Braves this year. 
There is not much to be enthusi¬ 
astic about, but Bradley fans 
know that the outlook for the 
future is bright.

The Overstreet Colloquy, Dr. 
Harry Allen and his wife, Bonaro 
Wilkinson Overstreet, will pre¬

Bemaro Overstreet was also 
bom and educated in California.

Mr. James G. Conzelman, for¬ 
mer coach of the Chicago Cardi¬ 
nals, will give the second Te 
Deum lecture at the Shrine 
Mosque tonight at 8 p. m.

Council Answers Critics 
Of Recent Election Policy 


The last meeting of the Bradley Student Council turned 
out to be rather a noisy—at least argumentative—session 
when Council took up the subject of hearing complaints about 
the recent election for class officer and frosh representatives 
One student was present to*—- 
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query the Council on their policy 
regarding elections. Two letters 
were received and discussed on 
the same subject. The rebuttal 
by the Council to the student 
present was conclusive enough to 
change his critical attitude, he 
admitted upon leaving the Coun¬ 
cil chambers. 

The two letters received by 
Council criticizing the group were 
answered in about the same man¬ 
ner. Printed below are the two 
letters and Council’s answer: 

First Letter 

“. . . wishes to go on record as 
contesting the Student Elections 
of October 20, 1949, on the follow¬ 
ing grounds: 

.1. The ballots were irregular. 

2. Open ballot booths. 

3. Write in petitions with less 
than 35 names on them. 

4. Some of the ballots were 
ripped up. 

5. Only allowing students to 
vote for one boy and one girl on 
the student council.” 

Second Letter 

“Due to certain irregularities 
in the voting in the election of 
October 20, on behalf of my 
organization, I am submitting a 
formal protest on the manner 
which the student council con¬ 
ducted the election. The specific 
irregularities are as follows: 

1. A member of the student 
council by watching people mark 
their ballots, which is supposed 
to be secret, would not allow 
those votes to be cast and de¬ 
stroyed them. 

2. The system of write-in can¬ 
didates was not published at any 
time in advance of the election. 
This would seem to discount the 
persons who had put forth a 
great deal of effort to abide by 
the existing rules and submit 
their petitions. 

3. The quality of the ballots 
was very poor. A great deal of 
confusion was noted by people 
who voted. 

4. I would like the student

council to clarify their policy 
making powers and justify their 
actions taken during the votjng.” 

Council Answers 

The Student Council’s duty is 
to act as an impartial judge in 
the mechanics of an election. As 
stated in the Student Council 
Constitution, no electioneering is 
allowed within the voting room 
at the time of election. The stu¬ 
dent supervisor must therefore 
use his own discretion as to what 
actually constitutes electioneer¬ 
ing. Due to the fact that the 
budget of the Student Council 
will not allow the purchase of 
private booths (forcing the stu¬ 
dents to vote on open tables), the 
Student Council had to proceed in 
the following manner: (1) Pro¬ 
hibit the use of any slips of 
paper which could be used for 
electioneering purposes; (2) 
Action was to confiscate said 
paper or invalidate the ballot. 

The system of write-in candi¬ 
dates is an accepted procedure in 
all local, state, and national elec¬ 
tions. 

The Student Council freely ad¬ 
mits the ballots were of poor 
quality. It is significant to note 
that not one ballot was invali¬ 
dated because of improper mark- 
ing. (The students should here 
take note of the fact that there 
are only 14 representatives for 
3,700 students. A plan is under 
way to enlarge the council.) 

All the petitions for nomina¬ 
tions were carefully checked by 
the election committee. No irreg¬ 
ularities were discerned as to the 
names or the number of names 
on each petition. 

As printed in the September 
28 issue of the Scout, taken from 
the Student Council Constitution, 
Art. 2, Membership, Section 1, 
“Each of the four college classes, 
Freshman, Sophomore, Junior, 
and Senior, shall elect one man 
and one woman as their repre¬ 
sentatives.” 

The Student Council appreci¬ 
ates the apparent interest of the 
authors of the above letters and 
sincerely hopes that it has an¬ 
swered their grievances as to the 
election fully.

Approximately 100 debate 
t£ams will argue pro and con on 
“Resolved, that the United States 
should nationalize the basic non- 
agricultural industries," the 1949- 
50 college debate question. “What 
should be the foreign policy of 
the United States towards the 
countries of the Orient?" will be 
the discussion question for about 
80 contestants. About 60 extem : 
poraneous speakers will speak on 
different phases of the subject. 

Following the dinner about 25 
after-dinner speeches and 20 Folk¬ 
tales will be given. Also, during 
the two day stand original ora¬ 
tions are to be presented by about 
40 students, while approximately

Audio-Visual Center, In Third Year, 
Approaches High Level Of Attainment

Probably one of the most educational as well as entertaining 
programs to be presented here at Bradley University, was instituted 
1 in 1947 by Dr. Edwin Van Allen. Known as the Audio-Visual Center, 
it was created as an independent department in order to keep up 
•with trends of modern education which requires vitalized and more 
efficient instruction. From a simple start with very limited, out¬ 
moded equipment, it has reached* - - 


the point today where it can com¬ 
pete with the best similar set-ups 
at other leading universities. 

The Audio-Visual Center serves 
the majority of faculty members 
in making use of all types of 
equipment such as: motion pic¬ 
tures, 2x2 and 3*4 x 4 inch 
slides, 35mm film strips, disk, 
tape, and wire recordings, radio 
broadcasting, forum discussions, 
and transcription of broadcasts. 
In addition to the fore-mentioned 
equipment, the center has just 
recently procured a new overhead 
projector called the Vu-Graph, 
manufactured by Charles Beseler 
& Co. of Newark, New Jersey. 
The function of this new type of 
projector is to project the film 
on the ceiling thus enabling hos¬ 
pitalized patients to enjoy mo¬ 
tion pictures. 

Many Services 

Aside from its strictly educa¬ 
tional operations to the student 
body and adult instruction, the 
Audio-Visual Center also strives 
for better community relations. 
It serves to maintain less strained 
foreign and public connections; 
all this being accomplished 
through the foreign edition pro¬ 
grams. “Movies From Abroad," 
the Audio-Movie Programs, the 
Music Appreciation Hours, under 
the direction of Kenneth V. Kinch- 
eloe, radio programs on current 
events, publication of articles, 
bulletins, and exhibits are some 


of the features connected with 
this field. 

The next major presentation of 
the Audio-Visual Center will be 
John Steinbeck’s “the Grapes of 
Wrath," at Bradley Hall auditor¬ 
ium on November 30, at 8 p. m. 
There is no admission charge for 
this as for all movies.

It was an appropriate assign¬ 
ment, for Mr. Lawrence Lew, 
Bradley political science hear, 
was advisor to the group and a 
delegate. While an educator in 
China, he served on several inter¬ 
national bodies. 

Others in the Bradley delega¬ 
tion were Warren Steinway and 
Henry Lee.

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Power House Here 
Changes Furnaces 
From Coal To Oil 

The University Power House is 
now in the process of changing 
from coal-burning to oil-burning 
boilers the SCOUT learned today 
from Power House Director, Mr. 
Ben Voight. 

Included in the new equipment 
to be installed are three 20,000 
gallon underground oil storage 
tanks and two oil-burning boilers. 
Work will not be completed on 
the installations for at least two 
months yet, according to present 
plans. 

600 Gallons 

The new boilers will burn ap¬ 
proximately 600 gallons of oil per 
hour at full operation. Mr. Voight 
said that the oil that will be used 
is so thick that it will have to be 
kept warm at all times in order 
that it can be pumped. 

Most of the dust and dirt that 
is present when coal is used will 
be eliminated by this changeover 
to oil. It is hoped, also, that this 
new equipment will prove more 
efficient to operate than the old. 



UN Secretariat 
Speaks Here 

Dr. Karl E. Lachman, member 
of the United Nations Secretariat, 
will speak on the work of the 
U.N. today at 4:10 and 8:15 in 
the Bradley auditorium. 

Dr. Lachman studied law and 
economics in the Universities of 
Berlin, Paris, Grenoble, and at 
the London School of Economics 
before coming to the United 
States in 1937. Here he continued 
his studies at the University of 
Chicago where he became the As¬ 
sociate Editor of the Law Review. 

During the summer of 1949, Dr. 
Lachman was sent to Europe by 
the U.N. He toured six countries 
acting as secretary to a special 
inter-governmental committee in 
Geneva, Switzerland. This com¬ 
mittee drafted a world-wide con¬ 
vention to resolve the human and 
legal problems resulting from the 
disappearance of many millions 
of persons during World War II.

Ex-Hungarian 
To Speak 
Tonite 

Dr. Tibor Eckhardt, third in a 
series of prominent speakers 
sponsored by the Peoria Te Deum 
Forum, will appear at the Shrine 
Mosque tonight at 8:00 p. m. 

Dr. Eckhardt will speak on 
“The Strange Situation In 
Europe.” He is well qualified to 
lecture on this subject as he is 
a Hungarian statesman and the 
former president of the Hungar¬ 
ian Peasant's Party. Dr. Eck¬ 
hardt holds the honor of being 
the first Hungarian delegate to 
the League of Nations, and in 
1919 was the leader of the 
guerillas who opposed the Hun¬ 
garian, Bolshevik Regime. 

Born of a noble Hungarian 
family, he was educated in uni¬ 
versities at Budapest, Berlin, and 
Paris. During the Nazi occupa 
tion of Hungary, Dr. Eckhardt 
was deprived of his citizenship 
and condemned to death, but he 
escaped and in 1940, at the re¬ 
quest of President Roosevelt, 
came to the United States. 

At present he is the most out¬ 
standing opponent of the Com¬ 
munist Regime now in power in 
Hungary.

“Somebody down at the 13th National 
Bank says that Bradley is floating in 
money.” 

“Bradley is one of the wealthiest institu¬ 
tions of its kind.” 

“This school reaps a handsome profit 
every year.” Such unfounded statements as 
these have been thrown around by some 
students rather frequently at Bradley. All 
are foolhardy statements that are the far¬ 
thest thing possible from the truth. 

It is time that such myths are exploded 
and all of us connected with this university 
recognize such statements are pure bunk 
from the lips of persons who have no idea 
of the truth. 

National educational groups and govern¬ 
ment reports reveal that Bradley is far from 
the wealthiest institution of its kind. 

President Owen revealed at a student com¬ 
mittee meeting last week that the expense 
of operating the school this year amounted 
to more than 2.2 million dollars—in other 


words something like $500 to $800 per full¬ 
time student depending upon the course of 
study. This does not even begin to include 
the value received through the use of a 
physical plant already built and paid for. 

True, there is no present financial problem 
here, but the endowment of 2.5 million dol¬ 
lars as reported by the 1949 Encyclopedia 
Britannica Year Book will never yield enough 
income to replace the fixed assets on campus 
being used by past and present students. 

In other words, Bradley can continue oper¬ 
ations, but it simply does not have the added 
capital to undertake long-range improve¬ 
ments in buildings and equipment, beyond 
what is considered MINIMUM for a school 
of its size. 

If the university is to maintain its present 
standing, fixed assets will have to be re¬ 
placed and added—some very soon. Every 
student and alumnus has a stake in Bradley, 
for upon the reputation of a school and its 
standing depend the degrees and credit 
obtained by students and alumni. 


Investigate NSA! 

Rising in recognition throughout this 
country is a student organization called the 
National Student Association. After three 
years of struggling, NSA has reached the 
plane of stability with little chance in the 
near future of falling apart. 

Students of this campus will have the 
opportunity to hear about this organization 
at a lecture-series program tomorrow 7 after¬ 
noon. The program is sponsored by Student 
Council which has a committee actively 
working to form a campus unit of NSA. In 
a few months, SC hopes to hold a student 
vote on the question of joining NSA. 

With this future vote in mind, the SCOUT 
recommends that all students make a point 
of finding out as much as possible about 
NSA so as to be able to vote intelligently on 
such a move. 

The SCOUT has not gone on record for or 
against formation of a campus unit of NSA. 
This paper has attempted to bring to the 
students as much information as possible, 
and it shall continue to do so in the future. 

There are many reasons for and against 
the formation of a campus unit. However, 
the SCOUT will support activation of NSA 
here only if it is found that the organization 
will receive student support, and will not 
turn into a disorganized unproductive ven¬ 
ture.

Coach Alden Pasche has five 
returning lettermen, three new¬ 
comers and a large contingent 
from last year’s squad. Among 
the squadmen is Bunky Brad¬ 
ford, highest scoring highschooler 
in the nation in 1947-48. The new¬ 
comers are David Radriques 6 
foot 5 inch center and Herb Rich¬ 
ardson, 6 foot 3 inch forward, 
from Tyler junior college. Rich¬ 
ardson .is. a. former .little. all- 
American. 

In the 1948-49 season the 
Cougars won 11 and lost 11. 
Twice before the Houston fives 
have won a conference champion¬ 
ship and twice before they’ve 
gone to the N. A. I. B. tourna¬ 
ment in Kansas City, Mo. This is 
the fifth year the University of 
Houston has fielded a basketball 
team. 

Coach Anderson isn’t overly 
optimistic about this opening 
game as he realizes the potential 
power of the Houston squad. 
Anderson was warned by his 
fellow coaches at the Missouri 


Valley-Big Seven coaches’ and 
officials’ meeting of Houston 
strength. He also was told that 
the Cougars had the best fresh¬ 
man basketball team in Houston 
history last winter and that they 
would be a tough opponent for 
any team this year. 

Houston also realizes that they 
will be facing a team which 
many writers have placed either 
one, two, or three in the nation. 


Two Rules Changed 
For '49-'50 Season 

Two rule changes that are 
bound to cause considerable com¬ 
ment during the coming season 
concern free throws and ball 
possession. During the last two 
minutes of the game, the ball 
becomes dead after every free 
throw and the throwing team re¬ 
tains possession for a throw-in 
at mid-court whether the free 
throw is made or missed. Teams 
trying to stall at any time dur¬ 
ing the game will be handicapped 
by the new rule that requires the 
official to call a held ball if the 
player is apparently trying to 
consume time instead of moving 
the ball into scoring positnon. 


Campus Neighbors 
Help To Reduce 
Parking Problem 

“We do expect the first two or 
three nights to be the worst/’ 
said Bradley President David B. 
Owen in reporting to the SCOUT 
on the parking situation at the 
time of Bradley basketball 
games. 

“The city park board has been 
generous in giving permission to 
park automobiles in the entrance 
to Bradley Park,” Owen stated. 
“Parking will be diagonal on one 
side, and parallel on the other, 
and under supervision of park 
officials.” 

Lambda Chi Alpha fraternity 
has arranged to park 22 cars at 
the rear of its house, and it is 
expected that other organizations 
will follow suit. Many West 
Bluff merchants and filling sta¬ 
tion proprietors are providing 
parking space in front of their 
establishments. 

President Owen urged as many 
people as possible to walk or ride 
the bus to the fieldhouse. If it 
becomes absolutely necessary 
parking will be permitted on the 
Athletic field when the ground 
freezes, and there is a possibility 
of three lane parking on Institute 
Place. Parking conditions should 
be considerably alleviated when 
night school is out during the 
Christmas vacation. 

“Whatever the situation, Brad¬ 
ley fans can be assured that the 
University will cooperate to the 
fullest to make the parking situ¬ 
ation as easy as possible,” Owen 
concluded.

8100, Record Peoria Crowd, 
To See Braves In Action

Tonight is the night for which Peoria Area basketball 
fans have long been waiting. Before a capacity crowd of 
8100 people, the largest crowd to ever witness a basketball 
game m the city of Peoria, the Bradley Braves play their 
first game in the A. J. Robertson Memorial Field House. 

* The opening of the Field House 
is a milestone in the history of 
Bradley University and Peoria. 
Named in honor of A. J. Robert¬ 
son, the dominant figure in Brad¬ 
ley sports history, this magnifi¬ 
cent structure is the largest of 
its kind in the state outside the 
city of Chicago. 

The story of its construction 
is a combination of the farsight¬ 
edness of Bradley officials, the 
tremendous appeal of the Brad¬ 
ley basketball team, and the loyal 
support of fans. Bradley officials 
had long realized the inadequacy 
of the armory for a basketball 
team. 

Peorians Really Aid 

Early last March they contem¬ 
plated the building of an addition 
to the present fieldhouse that 
would increase its seating ca¬ 
pacity to around 8,000. They 
realized, however, that with the 
library construction and numer¬ 
ous other campus projects and 
improvements already underway, 
the proposed addition would im¬ 
pose more of a financial burden 
than the University could bear. 
If the fieldhouse were to be built, 
the money would have to come 
from another source. 

Accordingly, a five year ticket 
plan was conceived with tickets 
good for every Bradley home 
game for the next five years 
being sold for $175 and $125 
according to the type of seat. It 
was estimated that the sale of 
3,000 of these tickets would in¬ 
sure construction of the field- 
house for the 1949-50 season. The 
big question was whether the 
people of Peoria would support 
a plan that called for them to 
have confidence in Bradley’s abil¬ 
ity to produce a good team for 
the next five years. 

1500 In Two Weeks 
The answer wasn’t long in com¬ 
ing! Two weeks after the tickets 
went on sale 1500 had been sold. 
A week later the total had soared 
over the 2,000 mark and the field- 
house was assured. 

Bradley and Peoria are justly 
proud of the fieldhouse, a job 
neither could have accomplished 
without the other. They are just¬ 
ly proud of Forddy Anderson and 
his brilliant band of Bradley 
Braves who have done much for 
the school and the city. They are 
prouder still for having been 
associated with A. J. Robertson 
for so many years and hope that 
this fieldhouse will keep his mem¬ 
ory alive for many years to come. 


Can '48-'49 
Record, Team 
Be Equalled? 

This year’s varsity basketball 
outfit has its work cut out for it 
if it expects to improve on the 
record achieved by last year’s 
team. Winning 27 while losing 
only 8 against the toughest kind 
of opposition, the 1948-49 team 
will be remembered as one of the 
school’s greatest. 

Competing for the first time 
in the Missouri Valley Confer¬ 
ence, the team finished in third 
place behind Oklahoma A&M and 
St. Louis. They had the pleasure 
of becoming the first team to de¬ 
feat the powerful Aggies in two 
years of league play when they 
eked out an unforgettable 34-31 
victory over Hank Iba’s team at 
the Armory. 

The final Associated Press poll 
of the season ranked the Braves 
in seventh place among all the 
teams in the country. Forddy 
Anderson’s men went on to 
justify that high rating by cap¬ 
turing fourth place in the Nation¬ 
al Tournament held at New 
York’s Madison Square Garden.

Introducing the Braves to Peorians is like trying to tell the 
Notre Dame Irish about the exploits of the Four Horsemen. 

The Braves have written their own introduction across the 
sports pages of the nation. To write about one individual 
would be folly and there are hardly enough superlatives to 
cover them all. 

Starting with Unruh, we find 
“pitching Paul,” the 6' 4" point- 
getter from Toulon, Illinois, who 
scored 509 points last season. He 
dropped in 80 in 4 games in the 
National Invitational Tourna¬ 
ment in the Garden last March. 

Paul, the racehorse of the team, 
holds the all time Bradley 440- 
yard mark at 49.7 seconds. As a 
Junior last season he was named 
to the first all Missouri Valley 
squad, the all N. I. T. first team, 
and this year has been placed 
on virtually every predicted All- 
American quint in the country.

Good Ball Handler 

Charles “Bud” Grover, a Junior, 
is a Dundee, Illinois contribution 
to the Braves. Bud is 6' 1", and a 
former all-stater. Coach Ander¬ 
son is of the opinion that this lad, 
who is a terrific rebounder and 
a fine ball handler, will carry 
much of the team load this year. 
Grover is great on off balance 
shots and drive-ins under the 
hoop. His basketball artistry en¬ 
abled him to collect 20 points

From the Illinois state high 
school championship team of 1943 
comes a Senior, the oldest man 
in the Braves' tepee.

Picked as coach of the year 
in 1945 and masterminding his 
team to victories over Oklahoma 
A&M and Western Kentucky last 
season are but a few of the high¬ 
lights in the career of Forddy 
Anderson, popular young mentor 
of the Bradley Braves. 

Concerning h i s accomplish¬ 
ments as coach of Great Lakes 
during the 1945 season, the Gary 
Post Tribune of Feb. 22, 1945 had 
this to say: “Anderson, a young 
smooth faced kid of 25 took over 
as head basketball coach at the 
massive navy station when Lieut. 
P. (Tony) Hinkle was assigned to 
Pacific duty. It was the ‘kid’s’ 
first major coaching job, and he 
had to drill a bunch of strangers 
into a team in preparation for a 
man-killing 37 game schedule.” 
For his brilliant coaching job that 
year, he was named “Coach of the 
year” by the Chicago Basketball 
Writers Association. 

Following a brilliant career at 
Gary's Emerson High School, 
Forddy matriculated at Stanford 
University where he was a stand¬ 
out at forward and an all Pacific 
Conference selection. From Stan¬ 
ford, Anderson moved into the 
ranks of the U. S. Navy and was 
assigned to Great Lakes. He 
played two years of basketball, 
and returned as coach after a 
tenure of active duty on a 
destroyer. 

Upon his discharge, he re¬ 
turned to complete his final year 
at Stanford. He graduated in 
1945 with a Phy. Ed. major and 
economics minor. The 6-foot 165- 
pound Anderson received his first 
coaching job at Drake University 
where in two years he won 32 
while losing 23. Bradley then 
lured him to Peoria as successor 
to A. J. Robertson and last year, 
in his first season, turned in a 
remarkable performance. 

Forddy believes the best thing 
that could have happened to him 
was his coming to Bradley. The 
school, year in and year out, pro¬ 
duces good teams. 


'Robbie' Memorial 
To Seat 8100; 

Cost Over $500,000

This year’s highly regarded 
Bradley Braves cage team will 
not have to play to turn-away 
crowds which was habitually hap¬ 
pening at the Armory last year! 

The new fieldhouse, named 
appropriately after the late Brad¬ 
ley Athletic Director A. J. Rob¬ 
ertson, has a capacity of 8,100, 
and was just completed as the 
Braves open the new campaign 
against Houston here tonight. 

In effect, the new athletic 
plant is composed of two air¬ 
plane hangars, placed end to end. 
One already was on the campus, 
the other was brought in to com¬ 
ply with construction plans. 
Total cost of the entire building 
is figured at more than one-half 
million dollars. 

Ten ticket windows and 56 
exits along with a 175 by 40 ft. 
foyer, are among the features. 

The floor itself, on which the 
Braves began practice last week, 
is valued at $16,000. It measures 
116 feet by 64 feet leaving a size¬ 
able out-of-bounds area around 
the regulation 94 by 50 foot court. 

Fifty-three 1,000 watt bulbs 
throw 70 to 75 candles of light on 
every spot on the floor, an illum¬ 
ination comparable to that of 
Briggs Stadium, perhaps the best 
lighted ball park in the major 
leagues.

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NSA Referendum Approved;

Student Council adopted legis-*- 

lation to hold a referendum on 
the question of Bradley joining 
the National Student Association. 

The referendum will be held in 
January according to plans of 
the SC election committee headed 
by Bob Gleixner. 

Warren Stein way, of the NSA 
committee, presented the legisla¬ 
tion to SC at its weekly meeting 
last Monday. The results of the 


referendum, to be an all-school 


vote, will determine whether SC 
will set up a permanent commit¬ 
tee within the council to organ¬ 
ize and operate the campus unit 
of NSA. Stein way said, “with 
the enlargement of SC, the coun¬ 
cil will be able to handle the du¬ 
ties of operating NSA here very 
easily.” 

Kelly Here Last Week 

The National Student Associa¬ 
tion is a student group, with 
member groups on some 300 
American campuses and repre¬ 
sents over a million students. The 
group was founded three years 


ago at Madison, Wisconsin. Rob¬ 
ert A. Kelly, its present presiding 
officer, is the group’s third presi¬ 
dent. 

Kelly introduced NSA to Brad¬ 
ley students last Friday, at which 
time he acquainted them with its 
background and purposes. He had 
previously discussed these prin¬ 
ciples when he spoke for the 
group he leads in Chicago, last 
month. He delivered this address 
to the Student Council NSA com¬ 
mittee at that time. 

Council Activity 

He pointed out at the assem¬ 
bly here that NSA operates only 
through recognized student gov¬ 
ernment groups as a part of those 
groups, or as a committee sub¬ 
ordinate to that group. 

The council’s NSA committee 
at present has not revealed what 
procedure will be used at Bradley 
if the referendum approves affili¬ 
ation, but has said that it will be 
a part of Council’s activities—at 
least for a while.

Dr. Ray Lepley 
Edits New Book 
On Philosophy

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U. N. Really Packs 'Em In 
For The Big Peace Show 

United Nations sessions of various kinds 
are going to go on television in the near 
future, thanks to the Ford Motor company, 
and we predict they will be highly popular 
with video audiences. 

Offhand, it might seem that meetings of 
bunches of foreign delegates and other rep¬ 
resentatives would be deadly dull to tele¬ 
vision fans accustomed to such exciting 
entertainment as wrestling matches and 
major league ball games. But the truth of 
the matter is that the people of the world, 
the little people—farmers, grocery clerks 
and small businessmen—are intensely inter¬ 
ested in the U. N., probably because it offers 
the best hope they can see for lasting peace. 

To fully appreciate the extent of that 
interest it is necessary to watch the constant 
stream of visitors which on every week day 
flows through U. N. headquarters at Lake 
Success. 

More than 1,200,000 visitors from all parts 
of the globe have gone to Lake Success, since 
the temporary headquarters were estab¬ 
lished there, to see for themselves the work¬ 
ings of the great experiment in the peaceful 
settlement of international problems. 

Phone calls to the headquarters for visit¬ 
ors’ tickets frequently reach the rate of 
1,000 an hour. An average of 3,000 mail 
requests for tickets are received daily. 

School and club groups from hundreds of 
miles away often visit the headquarters in 
organized parties. Most of the visitors are 
Americans and Canadians, of course, but 
almost any day it is possible to see visitors 
from a dozen foreign countries. Recently 
the entire ship’s company of a Brazilian 
vessel which happened to be in New York 
harbor arrived at U. N. headquarters en 
masse. 

Women volunteers from the Lake Success 
community act as guides for visitors. Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt, the Russian delegates 
and the I. B. M. headphone devices by which 
it is possible to listen to any debate that 
may be going on in any one of the five 
languages attract the most attention. 

But the little people are putting a lot of 
faith in U. N., they want to know all about 
it and they believe it is working.

Robbie's Career 
A Famous Success, 
Start To Finish

The formal dedication of the 
A. J. Robertson Memorial Field- 
house will be made on Saturday 
evening, December 17, as Brad¬ 
ley's Braves face the cagers of 
Purdue University. It should be 
a night to remember for both 
Bradleyites and Peorians alike, 
as more than 8100 spectators will 
pause a moment to honor the 
great man who was director of 
athletics at Bradley for 28 years. 

Robertson, whose career ended 
when he succumbed to a rare dis¬ 
ease, began his athletic vocation 
in St. Cloud, Minnesota as a boy. 
In 1913 he enrolled in the Univer¬ 
sity of Minnesota, and played 
first string on a strong freshman 
team, playing with stars who 
made football history there. 

In 1919, Robbie went to "Fort 
Hays, Kansas State Teachers col¬ 
lege and a year later, came to 
Bradley to begin his brilliant 
coaching career here. At that 
time, he was appointed director 
of athletics. 

A. J. Robertson’s coaching 
through those years brought 
Bradley up into the ranks of the 
nation’s athletic powers. He prov¬ 
ed this conclusively when, only 
two short years after his arrival, 
he developed Bradley’s first un¬ 
defeated football team of 1922. 
From then on, the ft-eat Bradley 
teams have reflected the coach¬ 
ing abilities of this truly great 
man.

The game will start on time at 
8:45, according to Vice-President 
Cecil M. Hewitt who has been in 
charge of preparing the cere¬ 
monial program and other events 
of the evening.

Proposed Student Court 
Procedure Revealed 

The student council adopted a motion at its meeting last week 
to formulate a student judicial court. Under the terms of the 
motion as passed, the court would operate as follows! 

Upon the commission of an offense against the laws of the 
school, the offender’s name would be given to a prosecutor by the 
member of the student body or faculty observing the offense. 

The prosecutor would then prepare a summons relating the 
offense and presenting the summons to the defendant. 

The defendant shall then appear before the court at the time 
stated on the summons, accompanied by whatever counsel or con 
trary evidence that he may choose to present. 

If a defendant failed to appear, he would be cited for contempt 
of court (except in those cases considered “acts of God”). The 
citation for contempt would then result in the denial of all Tepee 
privileges to the defender while he is being served another sum 
mons and has appeared in court, (a) Names of all violators guilty 
of contempt of court would be posted on the school bulletin boards 
and in the Tepee, (b) If the denial of Tepee privileges is violated 
by the defendant, he shall be denied admission to classes, subject 
to immediate review by the administration of the university. 

Judgments of all cases will be delivered by the court as soon as 
possible after the presentation of the prosecution and defense. The 
ignoring of a court decision would result in immediate expulsion 
from all classes, extra-curricular activities, or other school functions 

All court proceedings would be published by the recording sec¬ 
retary of the court on the bulletin boards and regular issues of 
the SCOUT. 

These proceedings would be subject to review or revision by 
the court if a majority of the members saw fit.

each individual student. 

Students of American schools 
have for years attempted to 
form an organization that was 
sound enough, to assist educators 
in forming educational goals. The 
NSA has been one of the few suc¬ 
cessful student groups to gain 
the strength necessary to accom¬ 
plish that goal. Today, it repre¬ 
sents more than one million stu¬ 
dents and 300 colleges. 

800 Delegates 

At the Second Annual NSA 
Congress last August, 800 dele¬ 
gates swapped ideas concerning 
all phases of student life. The 
discussion and decisions at the 
August Congress centered on dis¬ 
crimination and segregation, aca¬ 
demic freedom, international 
affairs, and aid to education. 

On minority group bias, repre¬ 
sentatives realized that “charac¬ 
ter and academic standing are 
the only two qualifications neces¬ 
sary for admission to educational 
institutions.” 

Taking a stand on the eventual 
elimination of discrimination 
which was called “neither left 
nor right,” the NSA adopted the 
“Michigan Plan” used at the U. 
of Michigan. It calls for banning 
of any new campus organization 
with discriminatory clauses in its 
constitution or charter and for 
the education of present groups 
with discriminatory clauses. 

Academic Freedom 

NSA defined academic freedom 
as the right of a scholar to seek 
the truth, discuss his subject, 
and offer his conclusions through 
publication and classroom in¬ 
struction. 

The present policy of NSA will 
continue in that “efforts of co¬ 
operation on specific projects of 
a non-political nature” with the 
Communist - dominated Interna¬ 
tional Union of Students (IUS).

The lack of interest in every student’s 
work, as evidenced by a failure to follow the 
D and F slip routine, discloses a far greater 
lack of interest in a position as a faculty 
member!

Last Minute Bursts Enable Braves 
To Scalp Iowa State, Nebraska Cagers

Pressed for three periods the Bradey Braves put on steam in the 
closing minutes to rack up victories two and three as they defeated 
Iowa State 56-48 and University of Nebraska 64-54 to remain in 
the ranks of the undefeated. * — 


The invaders from Ames, Iowa, 
lived up to their advanced billing 
and were very much in the game 
until the final gun. With four of 
their starters over 6 ft. 4 inches 
tall, the Cyclones proved to have 
a tremendous advantage on the 
boards as they permitted the 
Braves only one shot before they 
took possession of the ball. Un¬ 
able to get by the Braves' de¬ 
fense, the Cyclones proved to be 
“dead eyes" as they continued 
to pop baskets from 25 feet out 
to stay dangerously close to the 
Hilltoppers. 

The Braves' answer to the 
height they opposed was Elmer 
Behnke. Big “E" teamed with 
Paul Unruh in fighting for every 
rebound helping their teammates 
maintain a slight edge through¬ 
out the game. 

Man Gets Ten 

Bill Mann came through in the 
second half for the Braves as he 
dumped in ten points, two of the 
buckets coming after Iowa had 
tied the score 31-31 moving from 
a 30-23 half time deficit. With 
the Braves leading 35-31, both 
teams matched each other point 
for point down to the four minute 
mark. Then the Braves scored 
twelve points to the Cyclones' 
eight to notch the victory. 

Paul Unruh took scoring 
honors for the Braves with 15 
to match Gaylord Anderson, the 
Cyclone leader. Don Ferguson, 
Iowa's little playmaker, was held 
to four points as he met more 
than his match in Squeaky Mel- 
chiorre who stuck to him in leach¬ 
like fashion throughout the game. 

Sparked by the great play of 
Squeaky Melchiorre the Braves 
had a much easier time in their 
third encounter as they started 


the scoring and never relin¬ 
quished the lead. The “Mighty 
Meteor" from Oak Park put on 
an exhibition in the first half as 
he played the pivot with the same 
skill that made him the favorite 
of Eastern fans in the N. I. T. 
last year. “Mighty” picked up 14 
points during the tilt as he sank 
6 of 13 attempts from the field 
and added two free throws. 

Jump In Front 

Bradley shot ahead 9-1, when 
Grover sank a pivot shot after 
taking a rebound and the Braves 
maintained an eight-point lead at 
the midway mark in the half. 
Unruh and Melchiorre then put 
on their own scoring spree to 
move the Braves into a 28-15 lead 
with only 4:12 of play in the half 
left. 

The Cornhuskers seemed to 
come to life as they rallied for 
nine points and holding the 
Braves nil to cut the count to 
28-24 at the intermission. 

Nine Point Gap 

The gap stayed at nine points 
down to the two-minute mark 
when Preece added four more 
points to keep his shooting per¬ 
cent at 1000 and give the Braves 
a 61-47 edge. Melchiorre and 
Whitehead traded buckets to 
make it a 63-49 lead with 1:13 
left. 

Bradley's second stringer fin¬ 
ished out the game and Jim Kelly 
made his first appearance in the 
Brave lineup, scoring his first 
point on a free throw. 

Joe Brown led the Huskers in 
the scoring column with 13 fol¬ 
lowed by 6 ft. 9 inch Whitehead 
with 10. Melchiorre was followed 
by Grover with 13 and Unruh 
with 12 points to take scoring 
honors for the Braves. 

It was the first loss for the 
Huskers in three starts this 
season.

Mr. Lovelace directed in his 
will that a committee of Bradley 
faculty members determine the 
number of scholarships and 
amounts to be allocated for each. 
It is provided, however, that each 
scholarship is to be of sufficient 
amount for substantial subsist- 
ance to students in defraying 
living and tuition costs. 

It is set forth in the will that 
financial need, scholastic ability, 
and promise are to be determin¬ 
ing factors in selection of persons 
for scholarships. It is stipulated 
that athletic prowess is not to be 
considered. 

The sum left for scholarships 
is one of the largest gifts ever 
made of its kind. 

Mr. Lovelace, 68, had been an 
active trustee, serving on the 
board since 1932. He directed the 
financial committee of that 
group. 

The donor, vice-president of the 
Commercial National Bank, was 
a well-known Peoria philanthro¬ 
pist, business leader, and finan¬ 
cier. He is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Gladys C. Lovelace.

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SC HITS WHO'S WHO SELECTION METHOD 


SC Member Explains Personal Gain 
Derived From $135 NSA Cost 

Fourth In a Series 

In the near future Bradley students will be asked to 
express their opinion of the National Student Association 
through the use of a referendum. Since students must vote 
to determine if this campus will affiliate with NSA, it is 
logical to present an unbiased* 
scene of the costs and profits of 


that organization. The SCOUT 
prints herewith an article pre¬ 
pared by SC representative War¬ 
ren Steinway on the subject 
“Your Personal Gain In NSA.” 

The initial outlay for the Brad¬ 
ley Student Council will be 
$135.00 which is computed on a 
sliding enrollment scale. This fee 
would be paid by the Bradley 
SC from their budget which is 
obtained from part of the fee 
charged for activity books. It is 
to every student's advantage to 
know what benefits he or she 
will derive from $135.00. 

How will NSA benefit you per¬ 
sonally? That is a difficult ques¬ 
tion to answer, but this cost- 
profit analysis is to be unbiased. 

NSA is justified only by its 
educational value—its purpose of 
creating in the student commun¬ 
ity through the instrumentality 
of student self-government, an at¬ 
mosphere in which students can 1 
provide for the responsible solu¬ 
tion of their problems, and 
attain in minuteness a society 
wherein individual self-expres 
sion and service to our fellow 
man is facilitated. This is justi¬ 
fiable because it is also the gen¬ 
eral objective of every educa¬ 
tional institution and agency. 

Another Factor 

Thus, we are confronted with 
yet another factor which vitally 
affects the benefits from the 
National Student Association. 

The things taught in colleges 
are not so much an education as 
they are the means of acquiring 
one. If we accept this as a start¬ 
ing point, with its obvious impli¬ 
cation that the educational pro¬ 
cess transcends the actual dura¬ 
tion of class periods and the 
scope of the curriculum program, 
then we must view the whole of 
our activity with NSA from the 
vantage of participation in its 


process even when the most prac¬ 
tical considerations are before us. 
In short, “that which comes after 
ever conforms to that which has 
gone before.” 

Aside from the foregoing broad 
principle of education and partici¬ 
pation* there are some advan¬ 
tages of being a member of NSA 
which this University has already 
benefited from. Innumerable 
ideas, brought back from region¬ 
al meetings and the National 
Congress held at the University 
of Illinois during last August, 
have already been implemented 
into your Student Council. The 
recent UNESCO conference held 
at the University of Illinois, 
where Bradley delegates person¬ 
ally gained for themselves and 
Bradley through intercollegiate 
association. This conference was 
sponsored by the National Stu¬ 
dent Association. 


Ideas Used 

Ideas stolen from unconstitu¬ 
tional association with NSA 
which we can use here are: in¬ 
auguration of a faculty rating 
program; a campus financing 
program for students who desire 
to travel abroad; aids to the, 
elimination of discrimination; 
aids for the improvement of our 
own student council; and, ideas 
for a voting system which would 
give representation of minority 
as well as majority groups on 
campus. 

Most student bodies are organ 
ized under some form of student 
government and have urgent and 
varied problems in common 
There is needed a clearing house 
for information, services and re 
search directed towards the es 
tablishment, strengthening and 
improvement of student govern 
ment. NSA is the one student 
group that fills this need and 
benefits student government.

Not To Be Limited 
Committee Says 

A news release to the Scout 
from the NSA committee, of the 
Bradley Student Council, stressed 
the fact that there is much mis¬ 
conception concerning the mem¬ 
bership of NSA. The committee’s 
release emphasized that the com¬ 
mon belief that the National Sau- 
dent Association is an organiza¬ 
tion of small branches or chap¬ 
ters on campuses, and that only 
a select few really “belong,” is 
untrue.

The committee pointed out 
that on this campus, and all cam¬ 
puses, if the student body rati¬ 
fies the NSA Constitution and 
the membership dues are paid, 
ALL students are members of the 
association and will share equal¬ 
ly the opportunities to partici¬ 
pate and benefit in the activities 
of NSA. 

Not Small Clique 

“If the Bradley student body

23 Bradley students to the honor 
organization by a super-secret 
committee of three deans. 

The council refused to devulge 
for publication the names of the 
“secret” Deans, or the members 
of the investigating committee. 

The report by the SC commit¬ 
tee sited the method of selection 
as reported in a recent issue of 
the SCOUT which stated “The 
student selected (to Who’s Who), 
because of their outstanding 
achievements at Bradley, were 
selected by a committee formed 
of the deans of the departments 
and schools of the University.” 

The report as given to SC, 
found that the selection commit¬ 
tee supposedly consisting of the 
deans of the departments and 
schools was in reality a commit¬ 
tee of three deans, who would 
not disclose their basis used for 
selection. 

Also, the report cited the 
goals and standards of Who’s 
Who as printed in last year’s 
Polyscope which read “Thirteen 
years ago Who's Who originated 
with the idea of creating one na¬ 
tional basis of recognition of stu¬ 
dents, devoid of politics, initiation 
fees, and dues. In selecting stu¬ 
dents to be recommended for this 
organization, the campus nomi¬ 
nating committee are asked to 
consider effort and accomplish¬ 
ment in academic work, extra¬ 
curricular activities, and service 
to the school. To be one of those 
students chosen to represent any 
school with the honor and pres- 
| tige of Bradley University is in¬ 
deed a feat to be proud of, some¬ 
thing to be remembered and re¬ 
spected long after graduation.” 

The report pointed out that if 
selection to Who’s Who “is some¬ 
thing to be remembered and re¬ 
spected long after graduation” 
that the SC make it such. 

The investigating committee 
also recommended a new basis 
for selection of students to the 
college publication which would 
be open for all-student inspection 
if desired. 

The recommendation which 
was referred to a new committee 
for study and final presentation 
to the office of President Owen 
suggested the use of a point sys¬ 
tem. Students would be selected 
under this system because of out¬ 
standing achievement in scholar¬ 
ship and four other activities: 
dramatics, forensic and music; 
social and religious leadership; 
publications; and athletics. 

The report recommended that 
a combined faculty and student 
committee be established to ad¬ 
minister the selection of students 
to Who’s Who.

games were released just prior 
to Christmas vacation. 

The medical resolution is as 
follows: 

“Whereas, other schools comparable in 
size and enrollment to Bradley provide ade¬ 
quate medical service, based on a survey 
by the Bradley Student Council; and 

Whereas, it is deemed necessary that ade¬ 
quate medical service be available; and 

Whereas, such adequate medical service 
(to our knowledge) does not exist; there¬ 
fore, 

Resolved, that Bradley University pro¬ 
vide Bradley students with free medical 
service, employing a doctor for part of the 
school day and a nurse for the entire school 
day.” 

The second resolution about 
basketball tickets is as follows: 

“Whereas, there is no provision for a 
student to sit with his wife at the basket¬ 
ball game except by presentation of a pass¬ 
book; and 

Whereas, some married students were un¬ 
able to purchase passbooks for their wives 
at the beginning of the year because of late 
arrival of checks and because of the un¬ 
availability of passbooks during the period 
immediately following registration; and 

Whereas, a married student’s wife is un¬ 
able to attend all Bradley games because 
of work, family, or other reasons, and con¬ 
sequently deems it inadvisable to purchase 
a passbook; and 

Whereas, the price of reserved seats is 
high, and the reserved seat system offers 
no solution to the problem of seating for 
married students except the purchasing of 
two reserved tickets per game per family; 
therefore 

Resolved, that the Student Council . . . 
favors some change of policy concerning 
this problem . . . , and favors a new policy 
which will allow them to sit together in the 
student section at some regular general ad¬ 
mission rate.

NSA Not 'Pinkish' 
Group, SC Hears 
From Congressman 

Investigation of the National 
Student Association for comunis- 
tic affiliations by the Student 
Council NSA committee has re¬ 
vealed that it is not considered 
a “Red Front" organization. 

A communication from Con¬ 
gressman Harold H. Velde’s 
office was the evidence cited by 
the Student Council NSA com¬ 
mittee as its authority in their 
report to council this week. 

The committee investigated the 
possibility of NSA “pinkish" 
leanings before making a formal 
recommendation for affiliation 
with the national student group. 
The committee had Velde's office 
make a check of NSA through 
the Un-American Activities com¬ 
mittee of which Velde is a mem¬ 
ber. 

The communication said, “The 
National Student Association 
never has been cited by the com¬ 
mittee as a < Communist Front 
organization.

Student Groups Need 
Discrimination Housecleaning 

Recent news releases from the National 
Interfraternity Council meeting in Washing¬ 
ton accentuates the growing demand for 
action to eliminate discriminatory clauses in 
constitutions of any organization whose 
membership is made up of college students. 

The action taken by the NIFC affects only 
social fraternities that are members of 
NIFC. The action, a middle of the road 
piece of legislation, has been several years 
in the making. It would never have been 
passed this year, except through diligent 
maneuvering. At least this is a beginning 
of the end of discriminatory practices of 
social fraternities. 

Other clubs, honor groups, and student 
organizations need similar house cleaning of 
their constitutional membership laws. 

A wise move that has been instituted on 
many other campii has been to set a date 
in the future by which time all student 
organizations must have written discrimina¬ 
tory clauses from their governing laws. 

At Minnesota, January 1, 1951 has been 
set as such a date. What the old line social 
and honor societies will do between now and 
then is difficult to imagine. However, we 
hope that Minnesota sticks by its ideals and 
brings the matter to a head. 

Many old, yet progressive groups have 
already taken action to rid their member¬ 
ship rules of discriminatory language. If 
more schools, including Bradley, would fol¬ 
low the lead set by Minnesota and other 
schools, all student organizations would be 
forced to clean out their shells. 

Here 7 s One Proposal To Help 
Campus Appearance 

One good thing about the coming of win¬ 
ter’s cold weather has been the noticeable 
decline in the plastering of signs about the 
campus on various trees and posts. The 
signs, all with good intentions, have been 
found almost daily, until this -week, adver¬ 
tising club meetings and various other stu¬ 
dent notices. 

Gradually as the use of trees (along the 
walk from Bradley Hall to the Tepee) for 
hanging signs has increased, each succeed¬ 
ing sign painter has attempted to outdo his 
predecessors. The result has been some near 
bill-board displays by enterprising publicity 
men for campus groups. 

A relatively easy solution—and not too 
expensive—would be the erection of rather 
large, good looking bulletin boards near the 
cigarette urns in front of Bradley Hall and 
at the South campus walk in front of the 
Tepee. An orderly management of such 
bulletin boards would afford comfortable 
space for important club and student notices. 

The bulletin boards turned over to club 
use in the basement of Bradley Hall serves 
few students. The proposed boards would 
solve that one problem. Also, if the proposed 
boards were lighted, they would serve stu¬ 
dents at all hours. 

The expenditure could be kept small; the 
shops could turn out good looking boards; 
the trees and campus appearance would be 
bettered; and more students benefitted by 
such bulletin boards. 

If no objection can be found to this pro¬ 
posal, there is every reason to believe that 
action could be taken—and soon—to get the 
boards underway.

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Set Drive To Return 
Lost 7 Books To Library

The problem of what to do about books disappearing from 
the library was the chief topic of discussion in several meet¬ 
ings of the student council library committee in December, 
1949. The committee, composed of five student council mem¬ 
bers and Dr. E. Heyse Dummer, Director of the Library, 

suggested several plans which* -- 

might alleviate the situation, 


which is becoming more and 
more serious. 

“Students are either willfully 
removing books or else they are 
forgetting to check them out at 
the loan desk before leaving,” 
was the statement made by Dr. 
Dummer. He said that he pre¬ 
fers to believe the latter to be 
the case. If, however, it is true 
that students are walking out 
with books without checking 
them out, it will be necessary 
that drastic steps be taken. 

Unfair To Others 

“In the first place, it isn’t fair 
to fellow students who must also 
use the books which have dis¬ 
appeared: second, it is just plain 
stealing; and third, the library 
will soon be nothing more than 
a study room without any books 
at all, unless the disappearance 
of books can be halted,” were 
the conclusions of the SC library 
committee. 

The council committee has been 
working on a number of solu¬ 
tions to the problem among which 
are (1) a control desk at the 
entrance where all books will be 
checked before they leave the 
library; (2) a system of not per¬ 
mitting the students to bring 
their own text books into the 
library thus making it easy to 
spot any library books that are 
taken out. “These plans will 
prove a great inconvenience and 
expense to the library and to the 
students and is not relished by 
any concerned,” said Dr. Dum¬ 
mer. 

Dwindling Pile 

The committee is convinced 
that ways and means must be 
found to recapture the missing 
books and thus replenish, the 
dwindling stockpile. The faculty 
library committee has also been 
making a study of this problem. 

The committee suggested that 
all dormitories and Greek letter 
houses take a survey to see if 
all the books on the shelves are 
their own property. “If they do 
find some stray library books 
present it is requested that they 
return them and no questions 
will be asked. This includes 
every student who may have an 
unchecked library book in his or 
her possession. All the library 
wants is the books. The time for 
bringing back books without a 
fine is to be from January 6 
through January 20. This applies 
of course, to only such books 
which have not been checked out 
legally,” the committee recom¬ 
mended. 

“If every student cooperates 
and returns library-owned books, 
and hereafter is careful about 
checking books out, the situation 
should be remedied 


Recommend 
Converting 
Gl Insurance 

While term insurance carries 
the lowest premium rate of any 
type of National Service Life In¬ 
surance, it will be the most costly 
over a long period of time, the 
Illinois Veterans Committee 
pointed out today. 

Term insurance is good for five 
years only. At the end of that 
time, providing that Congress 
continues to extend the privilege 
of renewal, the cost will be in¬ 
creased. Under permanent plans 
of insurance the rate remains the 
same regardless of the veteran’s 
age. 

As an example a veteran 30 
years of age now pays $7.10 a 
month for $10,000 of insurance 
under the five-year-level premium 
term plan. If he renews at the 
age of 35 his insurance will be 
increased to $7.60 a month. At 
the age of 55 he will pay $17.70 
a month and at 80 he will have, 
paid a total of $17,130 for $10,000 
in insurance. 

Many veterans of World War 
II will have an excellent opportu¬ 
nity to convert to other types of 
insurance when they receive their 
dividends next year. Others who 
have permitted their insurance to 
lapse can reinstate, regardless of 
the length of time a policy has 
lapsed, it can be renewed by 
passing a physical examination 
satisfactorily and paying two 
month’s premiums. 

Veterans who do not find it 
economically possible to convert 
their insurance should retain 
their term insurance as it does 
provide protection.

Purdue Roughest

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Two Very Good 
SC Proposals 

Once again the Student Council has evi¬ 
denced its standing as a student governing 
group by a two-fold drive for governing 
improvements—not to mention the proposed 
student court to come up for action shortly. 

The unprecedented and unexpected blast 
by SC at the selection method for naming 
“Who’s Who in American Universities and 
Colleges” was long overdue. The selection 
committee and their method has too long 
been veiled in secrecy. The council’s plan 
to adopt a uniform and fair method of selec¬ 
tion to this honorary, plus selection by a 
faculty-student committee known to every¬ 
one, should be placed in effect as soon as 
possible. 

If honoraries are to carry any respect 
upon this campus, the Student Council plan 
must be instituted. 

The other proposed plan of the SC, which 
would institute a student rating system of 
the faculty, is long overdue. Other campii 
have inaugurated such rating systems long 
before this. National teacher, educational, 
and student groups have recommended 
rating systems of faculties by students as 
being useful and fair. 

In fact, several outstanding members of 
Bradley’s faculty have adopted rating plans 
for themselves. Personal experience has 
shown that one instructor at Bradley has 
put to good use the comments he has re¬ 
ceived on his own student rating system. 
His rating by his students has shown steady 
advancement from one year to the next. 

The only objections to a faculty rating 
system, results known to the administration 
and the instructors themselves only, would 
be from those instructors that have the 
most to fear. This is exactly at whom the 
rating system is aimed—and eventually will 
either improve their abilities or find them 
new employment fields. 

Since objection to the plan can easily be 
traced, there is no reason why a faculty 
rating system cannot be instituted this 
spring to be used by the class of 1950.

Bergstrom, Owen Answer Cage Seat Queries 

At a recent luncheon meeting with the Student Council, President Owen and athletic 
director Art Bergstrom answered two main student-seating questions and explained some 
of the headaches involved with the student section in the field house. They attended the*, 
dinner meeting after an invita-'- 


tion from the Student Council. 

“Is the student seating allott- 
ment becoming smaller?” “Why 
are some students directed to 
take seats that they don’t want 
while more choice seats are avail¬ 
able?” were the two main ques¬ 
tions asked by members of the 
Student Council. 

To the first question, in regard 
to the seating space allotted to 
students, SC was told that there 
are 7,800 seats in the fieldhouse, 
2,700 of which are allotted to 
student passbook holders. “At¬ 
tendance varies from 500 to 2,400 
students; at the opener with 
Huston there were 2,300 students 
in attendance; at the second 
game (Iowa State) there were 
2,200 students present, and at 
the third game 2000. There are 
now 2,700 student designated 
seats,” Bergstrom said. 

“Students are not permitted to 


sit where they desire,” remarked 
one SC member, “regardless of 
their time of arrival at the field- 
house.” To this, Mr. Bergstrom 
answered: “If preferred, Stu¬ 
dents could be seated directly 
across the bleachers as they 
arrive in the stands. The top 
row seats would then be filled 
up last.” 

“The success of this plan 
would depend upon effective 
ushers to make certain that the 
designated number of student 
spectators were seated according 
to the allotted number of seats 
in each row.” “Eventually each 
seat will be marked off 24 inches 
on centers,” he added. 

Income from student passbook 
is small (.06 per student per 
game), however, President Owen 
expressed, “Our intentions are to 
have as many students attend 
as many games as possible. Both 


Mr. Bergstrom and myself are 
religiously protecting students’ 
rights in the student section.” 

It was suggested that the St\^- , 
dent Council and the “B” cluS * 
act to promote good sportsman¬ 
ship in the stands, and to show 
good sportsmanship toward the 
players on the floor. 

“Any student has the right to 
take any seat that is being saved 
for anyone else at the beginning 
of a game.” 

President Owen also stated. <& 
“During the opponents’ free 
throw, any noise from the stu¬ 
dent section is unjustified. 
Actually, spectators are not hurt¬ 
ing the official, but the player."* 

Bradley has been acclaimed as 
being a wonderful host to incom¬ 
ing teams.

NSA Referendum 
Date Changed, SC 
Election Cancelled 

Highlighting a somewhat dull 
Student Council meeting this 
week, was the approval by coun¬ 
cil of a proposal to set the refer¬ 
endum on the NSA affiliation 
question to coincide with regis¬ 
tration. 

The action, which must be ap¬ 
proved by registration officials, 
would place a ballot box in the 
registration line-up in the field- 
house foyer next month. 

The action on the referendum 
voting and place became neces¬ 
sary when council adopted legis¬ 
lation to cancel the proposed 
election to fill existing SC vacan¬ 
cies. Council adopted the recom¬ 
mendation to its constitutional 
committee, headed by Jim Schi- 
feling, to have the executive com¬ 
mittee of each class fill the 
vacancies by appointment. 

Elections to fill the vacancies, 
existing since council was en¬ 
larged from 14 to 21 recently, 
would have been too close to the 
regular SC elections, and that 
the term of office would have 
been only a few weeks," Schifel- 
ing pointed out to the meeting. 

The NSA referendum had orig¬ 
inally been slated for the same 
time as the special election of 
SC .representatives — sometime 
after the start of next semester.

the domforts they will provide. 

ITie new library, which is also 
a part of this plan, is “well on 
its way,” said Mr. Jamieson, a 
member of the committee. Much 
of the brick work has been com¬ 
pleted and one reason that people 
may think progress is slow is 
that much of the wall area will 
be of glass and cannot be in¬ 
stalled until the final stages of 
construction. “The new library 
should be ready for use in July 
of this year,” said Mr. Jamieson. 

The fieldhouse is also on the 
list for additions and improve¬ 
ment when the proper time 
comes. New rooms for storage 
and dressing will be built along 
the Glenwood Avenue side and 


the whole length will be enclosed 
with a brick siding. An adminis¬ 
tration building will be added to 
the front and will contain offices, 
classrooms and the like. Blowers 
might also be put in the roof to 
provide better circulation inside. 

Other new buildings on the 
“could be” list, according to 
Jamieson, include a new dorm 
building, a science building, 
music building, a class room 
building, and a new student 
union. These buildings have only 
been thought about and prelim¬ 
inary sketches drawn of them. A 
fraternity and sorority row is 
also possible and maybe even a 
new administration building to 
replace Comstock Hall. 


The one thing Mr. Jamieson 
could say definitely, was that 
when the new library is complete, 
the science department will move 
into the old library, taking over 
the whole area and providing 
many new classrooms. He also 
said that the Veteran's Housing 
Units on Main and Glenwood 
must be removed by 1953 as 
stated in an agreement with the 
city. 

“All these ideas of new build¬ 
ing and improvements show 
that the school is progressing 
and as soon as it is feasible and 
practical these and many other 
ideas will take shape to help the 
school and the students,” was 
Mr. Jamieson’s final statement.

Simplify 
'Major'Change 
Rule For Vets 


A change in course of study by 
Students under the GI Bill has 
been simplified according to an 
announcement this week by Dr. 
Leo Bent of the Office of Stu¬ 
dent Services. 

The announcement revealed 
that a new Veterans Administra¬ 
tion ruling makes it possible for 
veteran students to change their 
course of study if it is the first 
such change. The ruling applies 
to seniors as well as under¬ 
classmen. 

Under the previous VA ruling, 
all changes in a student’s major 
field of endeavor had to be ap¬ 
proved by the local VA office as 
well as the Office of Student 
Services. Under the latest pro¬ 
cedure, the local VA office ap¬ 
proval is not required. 

Bent pointed out, however, that 
if the veteran is making his 
second such change in a field of 
endeavor, the old procedure must 
still be observed.

The stroboscopic light enables 
the camera lens to catch the 
movement of a bullet in flight, 
the artistry and beauty in a hum¬ 
ming bird’s movement and other 
high-speed motions too rapid to 
be observed by the unaided eye. 

The SCOUT purchased the 
stoboscopic light just recently 
and photogs are still experiment¬ 
ing with the device to gain ex-

perience to obtain the full bene¬ 
fits of the expensive gadget. 

Basically, the stroboscope con¬ 
sists of a very high speed flash¬ 
ing light whose frequency and 
duration of flash can be con¬ 
trolled by electronic means. In 
ordinary photography, mechan¬ 
ical shutters are used to take 
pictures; but when ultra high¬ 
speed photos are required to cap¬ 
ture the instantaneous motion of 
a speeding object, electronic shut¬ 
ters are required.

a picture-story of Pericutin, the 
Mexican volcano “born” in 1943, 
“Holiday in Cuba,” “Florida Holi¬ 
day” and “Holland and Belgium.” 

At the age of 12, Robert Friars 
began his travels with a 200 mile 
hitch-hiking trip from his home 
town, Saginaw, Michigan. At 17, 
he had thumbed rides through all 
48 states. At 23, with Canada, 
Alaska, and Mexico behind him, 
he hiked through Central Amer¬ 
ica. 

30.000 Miles 

In 1940, when he was 25, Friars 
claimed the world hitch-hiking 
crown. He had just rounded the 
world by thumb and was back at 
the University of Michigan to 
graduate with the class of 1940. 
This world hike covered 30,000 
miles and took nine months. He 
started the trip with $82.00 and 
returned with three cents. 

Mr. Friars has lectured many 
times in Carnegie Hall and Town 
Hall in New York. He has also 
appeared on most major college 
campuses throughout the coun¬ 
try.

NSA Offers Purchase Card System 
As Aid Method For Member Campuses 

Sixth In a Series 

The Purchase Card System (PCS) is one direct benefit 
that students affiliated with the National Student Associa¬ 
tion derive from NSA. *- 


PCS is an integral part of NSA 
and will be one of the many ideas 
to be offered to Bradley if NSA 
affiliation is affected by students 
in a forthcoming referendum of 
students here. 

PCS is a sales discount system 
offered to students who purchase 
a card sold by member NSA 
schools to any of its students for 
one dollar. The sales discounts 
are offered by cooperating enter¬ 
prises in the college community 
or in any other community in the 
U. S. where PCS is in effect. 

The idea of PCS started when 
some system was believed neces¬ 
sary to assist the college student 
who is in a peculiar economic 
vacuum. An NSA representative 
explains, “A college is the train¬ 
ing ground for leadership in the 
professions, arts and sciences 
and community government. The 
development of a nation’s skills, 
its progress in basic research in 
all fields, the continued improve¬ 
ment of its society flows largely 
from its colleges. The thousands 
of students who enter college 
each year to accept this commun¬ 
ity responsibility are placed in 
this peculiar system. To allevi¬ 
ate this situation PCS was de¬ 
signed to help lower the stu¬ 
dent’s cost of living.” 

If NSA affiliation is approved 
by the student referendum, the 
establishing of PCS would be 
attempted. Seventy percent of 
PCS cost to the student would be 


retained at Bradley while 30% 
would go to the NSA PCS na¬ 
tional committee. 

Enterprises would be asked to 
cooperate in offering discounts 
to Bradley PCS card holders. 

Many nationwide communities 
have already established PCS 
successfully. Many Eastern 
schools plus schools in Chicago 
and one in Minnesota have re¬ 
ported that PCS have benefitted 
many thousands of students.

This method is not new, 
according to the Library staff, 
but on whatever campuses it was 
carried out in the past, it has 
brought excellent results.

Yale Inaugurates

Yale University has inaugurat¬ 
ed a new “cut” system for uni¬ 
versity juniors and seniors which 
permits upperclassmen unlimited 
cuts and absences from all class¬ 
es. College officials warned, how¬ 
ever, that if the students abuse 
the new plan, the old system of 
a limited number of “cuts” per 
semester will be restored. 

Another experiment that prov¬ 
ed unpopular last year has led 
to the return of the old system 
of midterm exams. Last year no 
January examinations were given 
in those courses which ran the 
full college year. Instead, a four 
hour exam was given in June.

Most of the record number 
February graduates, eleven of 
whom are women, have complet¬ 
ed their four year college career 
in three or three and a half years.

"Electoral College" Radio Confab Sunday 


The topic for discussion this 
Sunday by the Bradley Confer¬ 
ence Table is “Should the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States be 
elected by direct vote of the 
people?” This program is brought 
to you every Sunday afternoon 
at 1:30 through the courtesy of 
WSIV in Pekin. 

Appearing as guest speaker 
this week is Mr. James Campbell, 
assistant professor of history at 
Bradley. Mr. Campbell received 
his education at the University 
of Alabama and the U. of Ten¬ 
nessee. He has had published 
many articles on the history of 
the South, and is noted as an 


authority on the history of Ten¬ 
nessee. 

The two students participating 
are Emil Garza of San Antonio, 
Texas, and Warren Steinway of 
Kenosha, Wis. Both are mem¬ 
bers of the Illinois State Legisla¬ 
tive Assembly. Mr. Garza is 
majoring in sociology and is 
active in forensic activities at 
Bradley. In high school he won 
the Texas oratorical contest in 
1948.

Ad Club Members 
'Sold' Advertising 

“Advertising has rocketed the 
great inventions of this age to 
their generally accepted position 
in modern living,” Mr. Richard 
Bradley told the monthly dinner 
meeting of the Bradley Advertis¬ 
ing club last week. In the fea¬ 
ture address of the evening, Mr. 
Bradley spoke to the group on 
the “Bounties of American Life.” 

After proclaiming the merits 
of advertising, Bradley expressed 
the desire to see advertising take 
greater strides in proclaiming 
appreciation of the cultural and 
economic possessions which 
Americans cherish and “should 
fear to lose.” 

“To guard these bounties,” Mr. 
Bradley said, “rather that re¬ 
sound man’s dreads, is to build 
for those wealths of deeper mean¬ 
ing such as the exchanges of 
friendship and faith.” 

The club, at its business ses¬ 
sion preceding the talk by Brad¬ 
ley, inaugurated a movement to 
secure a chapter of the national 
advertising fraternity, Alpha 
Delta Sigma, at Bradley Univer¬ 
sity. The chartering of such a 
group would close the breach be¬ 
tween school and business, the 
members believe. 


Two recent faculty-student 
‘rows'’ at St. Louis University, 
member of the Missouri Valley 
Conference, have come to public 
light during the past few days 
according to an editorial in the 
Eastern Illinois State Colleges 
NEWS. 

The NEWS sites as its source 
of information a column in the 
St. Louis POST DISPATCH by 
Ralph Coghlan who reported 
“Gripes of rather large propor¬ 
tions have recently been emanat¬ 
ing from the campus of St. Louis 
University.” 

The gripes, according to col¬ 
umnist Coghlan, hinge about the 
way “Father Gerald Donnelly, 
(St. Louis U. student newspaper 
faculty advisor) rides herd on the 
University NEWS/’ 

In one such censorship action, 
a cartoon depicting an old-time 
saloon complete with sawdust 
and barber-shop quartet was 
killed. One editor of the student 
newspaper resigned over the is¬ 
sue. 

In another instance recently, 
four editors of the newspaper re¬ 
signed in protest over a contro¬ 
versy concerning the paper’s po¬ 
sition on the allotment of seats 
at Billiken basketball games. 

According to Coghlan, “Father 
Donnelly's conception of the 
NEWS (St. Louis U.) is that it is 
a faculty organ rather than a 
student newspaper.” 

The NEWS of Eastern State in 
its editorial columns of January 
18, took to task the censorship 
policy at St. Louis, and denounced 
unreasonable censorship of stu¬ 
dent newspapers.

For All To See! 

The inevitable has happened! The fatal 
week of semester exams has again crept up 
on 3,600 unaware and mostly unprepared 
Bradley students. 

This weekend marks the beginning of 
cramming, compiling crib notes, and burning 
the midnight oil.

In the event that this plan does not meet 
the approval of Bradley faculty members, 
three is still one more alternative. If college 
professors insist upon placing so much em¬ 
phasis on final exams (some making their 
results constitute the entire semester grade), 
the system should undergo a change. 

Professors, strongly desirous of an ade¬ 
quate system, should at least be conscien¬ 
tious enough to prepare a different final 
each semester, rather than give the same 
exam year after year. Due to the lack of 
ambition on the part of instructors, it is not 
surprising that half of the class sees a copy 
of the exam in advance. 

For the most part, the average student 
makes an earnest attempt to write a final 
exam to the best of his or her ability, with¬ 
out crib notes, and a preview of the exam. 
These students, making an honest effort to 
maintain a high scholastic average, are at 
a definite disadvantage. It is unjust that 
students spend hours of careful preparation 
only to receive lower grades than persons 
employing numerous underhand methods. 

Unless the present system is corrected in 
some way, with the co-operation of both 
faculty members and students, the week of 
tension of semester exams may well be abol¬ 
ished.

To Be Taken During Registration 

Do the letters NSA mean anything to you? They stand for the 
National Student Association, an organization dedicated to the pro¬ 
motion of beneficial aids for students in colleges and universities 
across the nation. During registration a referendum will be taken 
which will decide whether Bradley should become a member campus 

of NSA. Any affiliation with*----- 

NSA would not necessarily guar¬ 


antee all the benefits that can be 
gained from this co-operative as¬ 
sociation, unless Bradley is wil¬ 
ling to participate in all func 
tions sponsored by the organiza¬ 
tion. 

Sponsors PCS 

NSA sponsors a nation-wide 
Purchase Card System which pro¬ 
vides discounts for students at 
local businesses participating in 
the program. It also is conduct¬ 
ing the national student art tour 
and other cultural activities such 
as symphony forums. 

The association is non-profit, 
non-political, and non-sectarian. 
It has a seat on the U. S. com¬ 
mission for UNESCO, is an asso¬ 
ciate member of the Department 
of Higher Education of the Na¬ 
tional Education Association, and 
is a sponsoring organization of 
the World Student Service Fund. 

Students of American schools 
can now have an organization 
that is sound enough to assist 
educators in forming educational 
goals o ntheir own campus. To¬ 
day, NSA represents more than 
one million students and 300 col¬ 
leges. There are eighteen repre¬ 
sentative schools in the state of 
Illinois. 

Non Political 

NSA is prohibited from parti¬ 
cipating in “partisan political ac¬ 
tivity” by its constitution. All 
programs which the NSA sup-j 
ports are based on the broad 
aims of the association and are 
not geared to the adherence of 
any particular political party or 
doctrine. The organization does 
stand opposed to any political 
party doctrine which would stifle 


free and democratic education in 
the United States. 

Each Bradley student will be 
afforded an opportunity to ex¬ 
press his opinion in the referen¬ 
dum which is to be taken during 
registration. The student council 
will not affiliate with NSA if a 
50% positive vote is not cast. 


Iowa State Delays 
NSA Affiliation 

According to a recent article in 
the Iowa State Daily, Iowa State 
will not affiliate with NSA at the 
present time, following a thor¬ 
ough investigation held by Iowa’s 
Cardinal Guild. 

Following the USNSA regional 
convention in Iowa City last No¬ 
vember, four delegates made a 
report stating certain objections. 
They reported that answers to 
several specific questions were 
not given by the group. They 
also concluded, “sections of the 
by-laws of USNSA are not in full 
accord with the principles of our 
present form of national govern¬ 
ment.” 

The delegates stated that al¬ 
though the organization in princi¬ 
ple has several points of possible 
value, the college would derive 
little benefit from affiliation in¬ 
asmuch as many of the school 
functions are far advanced of 
the work NSA has done along 
the same lines. 

Iowa State designated that this 
does not necessarily mean that 
the school will not become a 
member of the organization, but 
that delay is necessary for fur¬ 
ther investigation.

Boasting a season’s record of 11 victories against only one de¬ 
feat, this year's edition of the Bradley freshman basketball team 
is carrying on the winning tradition established by past freshman 
squads. The Papoose annually tangle with some of the finest inde¬ 
pendent teams in the Peoria area. Though they give away plenty 

in the way of basketball experi-*- 

ence and savvy to their more sea¬ 
soned opponents, their drive and 
team spirit enable them to chalk 
up victories in the vast majority 
of their games. 

This year's team has been 
paced by the long and short com¬ 
bination of 6’ 4” Dick Wickstrand 
and 5’ 7” George Macuga whose 
deadly two-handed set shots are 
fast becoming a legend with 
those fans who follow the fresh¬ 
men in action. Macuga leads the 
team in scoring with 109 points 
in 13 games for a 8.4 average, 
while the lanky Wickstrand has 
an 80 point total in 12 games for 
a 6.7 average.

Commerce, Education, Engineering Colleges Formed

Owen Reveals Final Steps In University Organization 


Final steps in the rerogan- 
ization of Bradley from poly¬ 
technic institute to a fully- 
recognized university have 
been completed and the new 
college formations were an¬ 
nounced today by President 
David B. Owen. 

Three new colleges—commerce, 
education, and engineering — 
have been formed within the 
framework of the university. 
Formerly listed as schools under 
Bradley and Laura colleges, the 
new colleges will now have in¬ 
dependent status. 

A new college of liberal arts 
and sciences has been created, 
combining Bradley and Laura 
colleges. It will have six divi¬ 
sions: humanities, human rela¬ 
tionships (social studies), science 
and mathematics, home econom¬ 
ics, physical education, and the 


school of international studies. 

Setting up of the new system 
was not contemplated under the 
original plan for establishing 
Bradley as a university in 1946. 
At that time, Bradley and Laura 
colleges were organized to handle 
the majority of students. Only 
those interested in fine arts, in¬ 
dustrial arts, pre-professional and 
terminal programs were enrolled 
in individual colleges. But with 
Bradley’s continuing growth, ad¬ 
ministration officials feel that 
students can be served better 
under more specialized regis¬ 
tration, Owen’s announcement 
stated. 

Arthur E. Gault will transfer 
as head of Bradley College to 
dean of the college of liberal arts 
and sciences. Dr. Olive B. White 
will continue as dean of women 
for the entire university and will 


register most of the liberal arts 
women. Miss Jean Hosafros will 
become head of the department 
of women’s physical education. 

A. J. Bergstrom will serve in 
dual capacity as head of the 
men’s physical education depart¬ 
ment and director of athletics. 
Miss Beatrice Benson and Dr. 
Alexander Baird will continue as 
dean of the home economics divi¬ 
sion and director of the school of 
international studies, respec¬ 
tively. 

Chester Zebell has been named 
associate director of the office of 
student services, remaining as 
assistant to Dr. Leo G. Bent. 
Ernest B. Freed has been named 
permanent director of the school 
of art and Charles C. Crookshank 
succeeds C. M. Hewitt as head of 
the department of automobile 
and aeronautics. 


The large delegation from here 
is expected to meet an estimated 
2000 other Bradley rooters in 
Chicago which will form one of 
the largest out-of-town cheering 
sections ever to see a game in the 
Stadium, the world’s largest cage 
arena.

Also, one of the largest crowds 
to pour into the Stadium this 
year is assured of a terrific fight 
as the Demons will attempt to 
avenge an early season setback 
at the hands of the Braves here 
in Peoria, 68-65. The DePaul quin¬ 
tet should also be on the rebound 
from last Saturday’s defeat on 
their home court at the hands of 
San Francisco, 53-51.

following the opener of the bas¬ 
ketball doubleheader between 
Northwestern and Wisconsin.

As of 
last Tuesday, 3260 students had 
enrolled for the second semester.

nounced in a recent booklet. 

This bulletin, issued for distri¬ 
bution among high schools and 
other schools of journalism, 
stresses liberal arts studies as 
the basis for the program. It 
will feature, in effect, a double 
major, one in journalism and one 
in a special field of concentration. 
There are also hours left open 
for elective subjects in the pro¬ 
gram. Journalistic subjects will 
form 20 per cent of the subjects, 
with liberal arts filling the re¬ 
maining 80 per cent. Social 
science, history, sociology, eco¬ 
nomics, psychology, English, and 
political science are some of the 
available fields of concentration. 

Three possible courses of study 
are offered by the department. 
Students may take a four-year 
course at Bradley and receive a 
bachelor of science degree. If 
they plan to do graduate work at 
another school of journalism, 
they may take a course fitted to 
the requirements of that school. 
In connection with Medill, Brad¬ 
ley students may take a three 
year course at BU, and then 
transfer to Northwestern for the 
final two years. They would re¬ 
ceive their bachelar’s degree 
from Bradley and their master’s 
from Medill. 

Every instructor on the staff 
has had a number of years of 
practical newspaper experience. 
Mr. Harry S. Watson, head of the 
journalism department, was for¬ 
merly a United Press correspon¬ 
dent and held many other re¬ 
sponsible positions before com¬ 
ing to Bradley. He will teach 
introduction to journalism, his¬ 
tory of journalism, copyreading, 
press law ,typography and fea¬ 
ture writing. Mr. Ralph Winn, 
one of the most widely known 
mid-west photographers, teaches 
news photography. He is chief 
camera-man for the Peoria Star. 

The telegraph editor of the 
Star, Willard Johnson, has the re¬ 
porting course. Caterpillar Trac¬ 
tor’s director of employee publi¬ 
cation, Mr. Max Bass, will in¬ 
struct the course in industrial 
journalism.

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Student Rating Of Faculty 
Is Worth A Try 

There is reason to believe that the attitude 
of a class is generally improved by the frank 
and open willingness of an instructor to be 
critically and publicly evaluated by his stu¬ 
dents. Many colleges and universiites in the 
United States have adopted the faculty rat¬ 
ing system, and numerous others such as 
Bradley are considering the advantages and 
disadvantages of adopting such a plan. 

Students alone observe the teaching pro¬ 
cess day after day. For this reason, informa¬ 
tion acquired through the systematic collec¬ 
tion of their opinions is unique. It enables 
administrators to improve college teaching 
by consulting the consumer—in other words, 
the student. 

The views of students may be prejudiced, 
mistaken, superficial and immature, but 
whatever their validity, they exist and exert 
a powerful influence on the effectiveness of 
the teaching and learning situation. 

Any acceptable theory of learning stresses 
the importance of the learners attitudes. 
Since student opinion in the form of gossip 
and bull sessions influences students, teach¬ 
ers and administrators, regardless of any 
form of teacher rating, would be wise to 
admit the fact and capitalize fully on its 
value. 

But under such a system, students must 
be competent and unprejudiced in order to 
judge the merits of either the process or the 
results of teaching. For an effective system, 
student opinions should not be based on 
individual grades, fondness or dislike for the 
instructors, or the amount of work required. 

An effective system using student opinion 
as a means of evaluating teachers can suc¬ 
cessfully be put into operation. It is at least 
worth a try.

Anti-Red Phobia Whittles 
Academic Freedom 

It is a sad thing when students will try to 
intimidate fellow students, and when indi¬ 
viduals engaged in learning will try to deny 
others the right to listen, question, and criti¬ 
cize. Yet just recently, in Oklahoma and 
Maryland, groups inflicted with an anti-Red 
phobia have resumed the task of whittling 
down academic freedom. 

Two unpublicized events have demonstrat¬ 
ed that no waning of the post-war assault 
on civil liberties can be expected. In Mary¬ 
land, the board of education dictated the 
immediate removal of the magazine “U. S. 

S. R.,” and the burning of all copies that 
could be found. “U. S. S. R.” is a propa¬ 
ganda and information periodical distributed 
by the Soviet government in accordance 
with a post-war U. S.-Soviet agreement 
allowing a limited mutual exchange of mag¬ 
azines. 

A howling mob of University of Oklahoma 
students burned a fifteen foot cross outside 
the building in which that state’s Commun¬ 
ist Party chairman spoke. Later, the crowd 
threatened to set fire to Hillel House in which 
the meeting was being held. The police later 
arrived on the scene in time to avert further 
violence. 

Similar actions of thought control on the 
campus have become commonplace from 
New York to California. The history of 
education in the U. S. is marred by a long 
list of dismissals of non-conformist teachers, 
and banning controversial speakers and 
“dangerous” books. 

One of the most valuable gains that a 
student may obtain from a college education 
is to think for himself. It is quite depressing 
to note that each student isn’t left to his own 
discretion. The greatest gift of reason is said 
to be the liberty to know, to write, to argue 
freely, and above all, to think for one’s self. 


Incidents such as those taking place in 
Maryland and Oklahoma show a definite lack 
of confidence in the ability of students to 
be able to convince themselves of the su¬ 
periority of the “American Way.” Truth 
and understanding can’t be standardized 
without killing reason itself.

Bradley To Offer Short Course 

Next Summer To Help Foreign Students 

Foreign students can now go to college in the United 
States without a language handicap. Bradley offers a pro¬ 
gram that erases that handicap in 12 or 18 weeks. 


Today, Dr. Romeo Garrett is 
assistant professor of Sociology 
and teaching a subject at Brad¬ 
ley University, Peoria, Ill., in 
which he has had considerable 
experience—race relations. His 
broad and objective approach to 
the subject is attracting the 
attention of sociologists and edu¬ 
cators. 

But what Dr. Garrett gained 
in the field of education was 
gained the hard way. 

There was little prospect for 
an education when he was born 
at Natchez, Miss., in 1912. His 
grandparents had been slaves. 
His parents were poor. 

Pays Own Way 

Undaunted by the barriers of 
poverty and unequal opportunity, 
he later worked his way through 
Straight College in New Orleans 
while employed as a porter. 

Hard work began to pay off. 
He became director of adult edu-

Exch. Scholarship 
Awards To Be Made 
To South Americans 

A group of seven scholarships 
and fellowships designed to spur 
the exchange of students and 
professors with Latin-American 
colleges will be awarded next fall 
by Bradley’s School of Inter¬ 
national Studies. Dr. Gilbert 
Cabrera, assistant professor in 
the School of International Stud¬ 
ies, has announced that the fel¬ 
lowships will cover tuition, plus 
$75 for each semester hour of 
teaching or research the gradu¬ 
ate fellow performs. Scholarships 
will cover tuition and part-time 
employment will be given to the 
award-winner. 

The awards, based on scholar¬ 
ship and personal qualifications, 
will be limited at first to Puerto 
Rico, Cuba, Panama, Venezuela, 
Dominican Republic, and Mexico. 
Dr. Cabrera explained that the 
school hopes to place the awards 
on a reciprocal basis. 

Names of the winning students 
and graduate fellows to pursue 
degrees in foreign trade, diplo¬ 
macy a,nd economics will be an¬ 
nounced next summer. 


It is designed especially for* 
students who may have trouble 
reading texts and understanding 
U. S. classroom English. 

Dr. Peter Ortiz, head of the 
modern language department or¬ 
ganized the program after re¬ 
search on the failure of foreign 
students in U. S. schools. He 
found most failures stemmed 
stemmed from a language diffi¬ 
culty. 

Most Inadequate 

Some schools have provided 
six-week orientation courses for 
foreigners. But Dr. Ortiz found 
such preparation inadequate. 

Next summer Bradley will open 
its 12-week, six-hour daily study 
which will include three parts— 
English grammar and composi¬ 
tion, speech and phonetics, and 
U. S. institutions. The course will 
include 18 hours each semester 
thereafter. 

Others Help 

The program will feature mod¬ 
ern educational methods, includ¬ 
ing films, slides, wire recordings 
of voices, and conversation lab¬ 
oratories. 


Departments cooperating in 
the program include, history, po¬ 
litical science, English ,and mod¬ 
ern languages. 

Reports indicate foreign inter¬ 
est in the program reaches be¬ 
yond student bounds. After re¬ 
turning from a recent visit to 
Mexico, Dr. Ortiz reported many 
professional and businessmen 
greeted the proposed study with 
enthusiasm and expressed plans 
to enroll here next summer. 

Only Course Given 

The veteran educator of Spain, 
Mexico, and the United States 
pointed out that mature foreign¬ 
ers were anxious to come here 
for a short, concentrated study 
of English and U. S. Institutions. 

Thus far, such study has been 
offered only to United Nations 
officers attending an army insti¬ 
tution at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kansas. 

But there is one block in this 
cultural exchange — the dollar 
shortage. Several methods are 
being studied to remove this ob¬ 
stacle.

For the next eight years, 
he did a job that was measured 
in terms of a high increase in 
literacy in the land of cotton.

While at the Victor 
ville Army Flying School, Victor¬ 
ville, Calif., he was selected 
“Soldier of the Month” and 
awarded a trip to Hollywood. 

Army Veteran 

After a stint with the Army, 
he gained his master of arts de¬ 
gree at Bradley University. And 
Bradley thought him qualified 
educationally sufficiently enough 
to ask him to remain on its 
faculty. 

Last year he returned to his 
humble birthplace to receive an 
honorary doctor of laws degree 
from Natchez College. 

Dr. Garrett’s experience in race 
relations infused no bitterness. 
When he refers to the South, he 
always talks about the pleasant 
memories. 

“The South has no monopoly 
on racial prejudice,” he explains. 
“And it is making wonderful 
progress.” 


Helping North 

He is now doing something 
about progress in the North. 

At Pekin, Ill., the police each 
night round up any Negroes who 
happen to be within its borders— 
and escort them to the city limits. 

A group of Pekin churchmen 
think this practice is becoming 
somewhat outdated. And they 
have Dr. Garrett to come over 
on Sundays and conduct a class 
on race relations in the Methodist 
Church.

Ranks Cagemen Number One

Bradley, for the first time in its long up-hill climb on 
the ladder to success in basketball, has finally accomplished 
reaching the top. 

With the release of the A.P. poll Tuesday, the Braves 
became top team in the nation over Holy Cross of Boston. 

The Crusaders still have a slight 
majority of first place votes, but 
in the total number of votes cast 
Bradley edged them out by 135 
points. 

The Braves with a 24-3 record, 
polled 28 first place votes and a 
total of 1269 points in first, sec¬ 
ond and third positions. Holy 
Cross with a 22-0 record polled 
44 first place votes, and a total 
of 1134 points. 

Lead Conference 
Now the Hilltoppers are first 
place in the nation and first in 
the Missouri Valley Conference, 
which came with the defeat the 
defeat of St. Louis Monday night 
by a score of 52-45.

The parking situation has been 
a point of discussion in SC meet¬ 
ings for some time. Every rep¬ 
resentative has stated some opin¬ 
ion on the problem, but no two 
are in complete agreement as to 
the solution. What the Council 
will recommend or attempt to 
adopt for the government of 
campus parking is anyone’s 
guess, according to observers of 
SC meetings. 

Action Fails 

SC attempted action recently 
in the form of an appeal to stu¬ 
dents to reduce the number of 
cars arriving on campus daily. 

Council members are in agree¬ 
ment on one point, however: 
there has been no improvement 
noted in the parking situation. 

Traffic Congestion 

Council members, University 
officials, and Peoria officials have 
voiced the desire that the con¬ 
gestion on streets around campus 
be relieved by reducing the num¬ 
ber of parked cars. 

Several ideas have been sub¬ 
mitted to SC, but no action has 
been taken. A suggestion Coun¬ 
cil discussed recently was one to 
have the city enlarge the campus 
zone and turn over all policing 
powers to the University. This 
would allow control of student 
parking in what is now “just off 
campus.” The idea calls for the 
establishment of a Bradley Police 
Bureau and such an idea would 
have to be approved by the city 
fathers. No SC action was taken 
beyond that of discussion. 

Informal discussion by council 
members has taken place over 


ideas to limit undergraduate 
driving to the campus area. Also, 
one plan was discussed to put 
into effect a system of one-way 
streets so that congestion would 
be relieved, thus eliminating the 
necessity of banning parking on 
one side of narrow streets. 


Another mid-western power 
moved up in national rating with 
the release of the new poll.

Some critics of this student newspaper 
have attempted to find ground for their 
criticism by attacking the SCOUT for what 
they think is undue publicity of Student 
Council activity. We have the opportunity 
to refute such critics since we have been 
handed a summary of SC activities during 
the first semester. 

We quote at length from that summary, 
not only for refutation evidence, but also to 
point out to all the tremendous task that 
SC has accomplished during the first 
semester. 

“SC undertook legislation to control coali¬ 
tions. SC remedied the situation in writing, 
but what results that action will produce can 
only be determined after next April’s elec¬ 
tions. 

In November the SC acted to enlarge the 
council of 14 to 21 members. Early in De¬ 
cember the resolution was passed by a 10 to 
2 secret ballot. Realizing that most SC rep¬ 
resentatives were over-worked, the necessary 
legislation was adopted for the benefit of the 
student body. 

Realizing the need for better medical 
facilities, and taking suggestions from the 
student body, the council probed into the 
situation. The problem has been placed 
before the Board of Trustees, and the stu¬ 
dent body should know of their decision in 
the near future. 

Upon the request of Dr. Dummer, SC 
formed a library committee to work on prob¬ 
lems confronting students in regard to the 
library. A few students were either will¬ 
fully removing books or else we were just 
forgetting to check them out at the loan 
desk before leaving. “Bring back the books” 
plea did not ring in the ears of too many— 
more drastic means might have to be em¬ 
ployed. 

Proposed student court—what has hap¬ 
pened? Early in the semester the SC presi¬ 
dent said to the chairman of the judicial 
committee: “The student court is your big 
baby for the year—make it work.” The 
chairman has the plan outlined. Watch for 
results after the turn of the semesters. 

With four of the 14 SC members on the 
WHO’S WHO list, SC proceeded to break 
open the selection method used by the super¬ 
secret committee of three deans. The com¬ 
mittee would not disclose their basis used 
for selection, so SC decided to use a point 
system which would be known to all the 
student body. President Owen has approved 
the use of the point system, which will soon 
be in hte hands of the administering faculty 
and student committee for next year’s 
WHO’S WHO publication. 

SC passed the NSA resolution to place the 
all school referendum before the body during 
registration. Since the referendum approved 
affiliation there will be an NSA committee 
activated within the council, as the council 
will soon be capable of handling the affairs 
of NSA with its enlargement to 21 members. 

Finally, after the visit of Miss Shirley 
Schroeder, traveling secretary for World 
Student Service Fund (WSSF), action was 
taken to organize a WSSF committee. SC 
firmly believes that the students and faculty 
members, who were at the meeting, are be¬ 
hind the fund raising organization and will 
be ready to stage a successful campaign. 

The faculty rating idea was originated in 
council, and is receiving aid from the Nation¬ 
al Student Association. At present, SC is 
in the discussion stage, but action will be 
taken so as to have the system operating 
forfor June graduates.”

Bruce Drake, NCAA District 
Five Selection Committee chair¬ 
man, was hung in effigy in front 
of Bradley Hall last night by a 
large group of indignant Bradley 
students. The effigy was still on 
display as students entered Brad¬ 
ley Hall for morning courses.

Two sister conference schools 
sent telegrams to officials at 
Bradley.

Arthur E. Eilers, Missouri Val¬ 
ley Conference Commissioner, 
sent a telegram to Bradley 
which arrived here yesterday 
(Wednesday), which stated: 
“Would you be willing to play 
Tuesday, March 21, in the Kan¬ 
sas City Auditorium?” The 
SCOUT later learned that the 
wire was written without author¬ 
ity of the other two members of 
the selection committee. 

Dr. George Small, president of 
Tulsa and a vice-president of the 
NCAA, expressed indignation 
over the action taken by the 
committee and has made a num¬ 
ber of phone calls concerning 
the matter. 

Hank Iba of Oklahoma A. & M., 
as well as other Missouri Valley 
coaches, have stated that they 
were “disturbed” over the matter.

’'Bradley Refers Problem 
To Conference For Action 

Bradley University authorities blasted the action of the 
NCAA District Five Selection committee in a statement re¬ 
leased late yesterday. 

The statement expressed shocked amazement at the 
action to exclude Bradley, the MVC champion, from the 
opportunity to represent District Five in the NCAA tourna¬ 
ment. The statement said: ‘‘Committees have one responsi¬ 
bility, that of choosing the 
best team . . . and, it is not 
the responsibility of the selec¬ 
tion committees to legislate or 
ot set up arbitrary rules gov¬ 
erning play by any team in 
a . .. post season tournament.” 

Bradley officials indicated that 
they have been deluged by tele¬ 
phone calls from all over the 
country and from sister confer¬ 
ence schools, and that they are 
referring the problem to the con¬ 
ference for action. 

They were at a loss to under¬ 
stand the action of the commit¬ 
tee for a number of reasons, in¬ 
cluding the following: 

1 — There is no NCAA regula¬ 
tion or precedent preventing par¬ 
ticipation by any team in one or 
more tournaments and this has 
been a frequent practice in the 
past; 

2— There is a common agree¬ 
ment between the MVC and the 
Big Seven providing for a play¬ 
off to determine the district five 
representative in the event that 
the champion of one of the two 
conferences does not have a 
clearly superior record; 

3— Bradley has a better rec¬ 
ord . . . and has won both of its 
games with Big Seven oppon¬ 
ents . . . 

4— Bradley has a 26-3 record 
compiled in competition with 
leadings teams from all parts of 
the nation . . . 

5— The NCAA District Selec¬ 
tion Committees have one respon¬ 
sibility, that of choosing the best 
team or teams in each District 
. . . and that it is not the respon¬ 
sibility of the selection committee 
to legislate or to set up arbitrary 
rules governing play by any team 
in holiday, conference, or other 
post-season tournaments.

Atom Bomb 
Expert Here 
Tuesday

Dr. David Bradley will review 
his book “No Place To Hide” at 
chapel to be given Huesday, 
March 7, at 4:10 in the Field- 
house and at 8:15 in the Shrine 
Mosque. 

Dr. Bradley was an eyewitness 
observer and played an integral 
part in the atom bomb experi¬ 
ments at Bikini in 1946. His book 
the aay-to-day accounts of 
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events that took place on that 
isolated atoll in the Pacific. 

An Army medical officer. Dr, 
Bradley was one of a score of 
men who w r ere trained for the 
specific job of radiological mon¬ 
itors at the Bikini test. He was 
part of the section ordered to 
carry out President Truman’s 
injunction to see “that no one 
gets hurt.” He was also one of 
the two men chosen to enter 
Bikini Lagoon shortly after the 
blast to determine whether it was 
safe for others to follow him. 

“No Place To Hide” was spe¬ 
cialized in three issues of Atlan¬ 
tic Monthly, condensed in Read¬ 
ers Digest, and also distributed 
by the Book-of-the-Month Club. 
The President of the B-O-M Club 
said, “It is probably the most 
important book to our society 
that the Club has ever distrib¬ 
uted.” Some critics have called 
the book “authoritative and 
quietly terrifying.” 

Dr. Bradley interned in surgery 
at the University of California 
Hospital in San Francisco before 
joining the Army Medical Corps. 
He has temporarily given up 
medicine to lecture and write on 
the question of atomic bombs 
and other weapons as forces 
making the reality of peace in¬ 
evitable and imperative.

Phi Thetas 
Conduct Poll 

The following is the first in a 
series of bi-monthly polls to be 
conducted in Bradley classes by 
Phi Alpha Theta, National Honor¬ 
ary Historical Society. 

“Will the successful develop¬ 
ment of the H Bomb by the Unit¬ 
ed States help maintain peace?” 
was the question asked of 203 
students during the week of Feb¬ 
ruary 20-28, 1950. Uniform in¬ 
structions and ballots were given 
to students in the following 
classes: General Engineering 304, 
Political Science 302 and 518, 
Chemistry 354 and 562, History 
344, and Political Science 318 and 
308. 

Although the poll was given to 
students in advanced science and 
social science courses, most of 
the students not giving an answer 
stated that they did not know 
enough about the question. The 
tabulated results were as follows: 

Science Students: yes, 38; no, 
58; unanswered, 3. 

Social Science Students: yes, 
55; no, 44; unanswered, 5. 

Total Results: yes, 93 (45.8%); 
no, 102 (50.2%); unanswered, 8 
(4.00%).

An aggregation of 23 Bradley 
trackmen, led by mentor Tony 
Juska made a nine hour trip to 
Des Moines last Friday, where 
they succumbed to the Drake 
Bulldogs in a dual meet, 61-43. 


The most bitter part of the news that Bradley may not be 
allowed to play in the NCAA is the way Bruce Drake told the news 
to reporters. He said that Bradley would be “barred” from com¬ 
peting, as if this school had broken some almighty rule of the NCAA 
or had committed some other wrong. 

The fact is that Drake probably has been waiting for two years 
for the opportunity to slap down the Braves. Following the Bradley- 
Oklahoma U. cage game two seasons ago, a game that the Okkies 
won by one point, Drake said that he would never bring another 
team that he coached to Peoria. And he hasn’t. 


Last Saturday the Bradley 
tankmen were swamped by Wash¬ 
ington U., 49 to 20. Ralph Spring 
was the only man able to take a 
first, as he kept his perfect rec¬ 
ord in the diving event. Skoog 
and Nelson were the other main 
point-getters as each placed in 
two events. Rauschkolb, Tessi- 
torre, and Olin each placed in one 
event to round out what little 
scoring Bradley had. 


This year’s bid to the N. I. T. marked the fifth time that a 
Bradley team has been invited to the post season classic. Bradley 
is now tied with Bowling Green for the highest number of N. I. T. 
invitations received by any team outside the New r York area. 


DePaul players, who should know whereof they speak, having 
played some of the top teams in the country, have voted Ohio State 
as the nation's top team, listing the Braves in the number two slot. 
The Blue Demons played both teams twice during the regular sea¬ 
son, losing to Bradley both times and splitting with Ohio State. 


The same players also named Dick Schnittker the country’s out¬ 
standing player with Paul Unruh third. 


Although they were outpointed, 
the Braves were not outfought. 


Arriving at Des Moines at 6 
p. m. the Bradley thinclads began 
the meet at 7:30 p. m. Then Roy 
Grieve, veteran Brave hurdler, 
went to the task of setting two 
new Drake fieldhouse records in 
both hurdle events, while adding 
another first in the broad jump 
for a grand total of 15 points. 


Jack Helntzman, Bradley’s 
Olympic prospect in the high 
jump won his event fairly easily 
with a jump of 6' 2 2/3”. 


Grieve knocked one-tenth of a 
second from both the 50 yard 
high hurdles record of 6.7, and 
the 50 yard low record of 6.3. 


The familiar “Unruh” as uttered by Bob Leu whenever Bradley’s 
great All-American dumps in a basket at the Fieldhouse, will be 
heard for the last time Saturday night. In his four years of varsity 
competition, Paul has broken every Bradley scoring record, whether 
it was for a single game, a season, or an entire career. When Paul 
leaves the floor Saturday night, he should receive an ovation that 
will shake the foundations of Robertson Fieldhouse. 


Ohio State’s fast moving Buckeyes continued to gain in the 
latest AP poll. Short on first place votes with only ten, the Bucks 
nevertheless trailed the Braves by only 35 points. Holy Cross con¬ 
tinued to lose favor, although they extended their winning streak 
to 24 games with a decisive win over Brown.

The 6 r 1" junior, a product of 
Chicago’s Austin High, has been 
a fixture in the Bradley starting 
lineup since his freshman year 
and has played a key role in the 
spectacular basketball success 
achieved by the Braves in the 
past three seasons. 

Though he was an outstanding 
prep star at Austin, it was at 
Fort Sheridan, during the war, 
that he first gained national 
recognition. It was here that he

teamed up with Squeaky Mel- 
chiorre to form an inseparable 
combination that has become 
almost legendary at Bradley. 
The Fort Sheridan team of that 
year included, Vince Boryla and

At Bradley he has been so 
competent in his play-making 
role that his contribution to the 
Braves’ impressive victory strings 
have often been overlooked. Al¬ 
ways at his best when the going 
is toughest, he has consistently 
been Coach Anderson’s choice for 
game captain since he was a 
sophomore. 

Ranks Third 

A look at the statistics will 
show that handsome Bill does not 
confine himself exclusively to 
play-making: He ranks third on 
the high scoring Bradley team 
with 256 points and has a .493 
shooting percentage that puts 
him third in the nation.

After that 
he has no definite plans, but it is 
well known that he and Squeaky 
Melchiorre think highly of Vince 
Boryla, their former Fort Sheri¬ 
dan teammate now playing pro 
ball, and would enjoy playing 
with him again.

Kelly Helps 

Poor passing caused the 
Braves to lose the lead in the sec¬ 
ond half as they watched a 23-20 
lead change to a 31-26 deficit 
wit honly 7 Ms minutes remaining. 
At this point, Jim Kelly put the 
Braves back in the ball game by 
dropping two gift shots and then, 
following Unruh’s jumpshot, with 
a hook and another free throw 
sent the Braves ahead 33-32. 

With four minutes remaining, 
the Braves went into a stall, hold¬ 
ing the ball for all but 68 seconds 
while the Aggies tried desperate¬ 
ly to gain possession and tie up 
the ball game. 

Freeze Ball 

It was just as close in Tulsa, 
where the Golden Hurricane, 
playing its finest game in five 
years, moved from a 12 point 
deficit to within one point of 
forcing the game into an over¬ 
time in the final stages.

25 per cent. 

2. After April 1, 1950, annual 
dues for new schools are reduced 
another 25 per cent. 

Full Delegations 

Under both arrangements, 
schools are allowed to send full 
voting delegations to the August 
NSA congress, which this year 
will be held August 23-31, at the 
University of Michigan at Ann 
Arbor, Michigan. 

3. Regular member-dues scales 
will probably be cut by the Con¬ 
gress, if they follow a recommen¬ 
dation from the national staff of 
NSA. 

At present, 310 schools are 
members of the NSA, which op¬ 
erates on an annual budget of 
$33,000. After April 1, Bradley’s 
dues would be between $60 and 
$85 per year.

Gibbs To Review 
Vannevar Bush 
Novel Tomorrow 

Dr. Russell E. Gibbs, Dean of 
the School of Engineering, will re¬ 
view “Modern Arms and Free 
Man” by Vannevar Bush, tomor¬ 
row at 4:00 p.m. in the Illinois 
Room of the Tepee.

“We Listen To Music Too Old” Kenton Says In Lecture

“We are listening to too much 
music that has lived too long,” 
Stan Kenton told 200 students 
and faculty members at a lec¬ 
ture here last Thursday. Illus¬ 
trating his claim of what trou¬ 
bles people today, Kenton said 
that numbers are “beat to death, 
and the public is reluctant to hear 
new things.” 

Kenton began his lecture on 
the subject “Innovations in Mod¬ 
ern Music of 1950,” but the ses¬ 
sion turned into a question and 


answer period with Kenton stat¬ 
ing his views on his new type of 
music. He demonstrated his tech¬ 
nique on the piano. 

Kenton was at Bradley where 
he performed his “Innovations” 
at a concert last week in the 
fieldhouse. The concert had 
beauty, excitement, primitive 
rhythms and many new “sounds.” 

According to Kenton, many 
classical pieces that met with 
little success could be made pop¬ 
ular through arranging the music 


in his fashion: “this is due to 
the fact that his orchestra plays 
from the heart—giving the music 
something extra.” Although Ken¬ 
ton maintains that his music fol¬ 
lows no form, Bradley music stu¬ 
dent and faculty noted that his 
music can be compared to that 
of romanticists musicians and 
composers. 

To carry out his ideas about 
music, Kenton is thinking about 
opening a music school, when he 
returns to Hqjlywod.

Commentators who have dis¬ 
covered the rare fascination of 
the Starkey opus, published in 
1949 ,have spoken highly of it. 
One refers to it as a “vivid and 
compassionate reconstruction of 
the Salem witchcraft hysteria,” 
one that “illuminates the past and 
at the same time packs an im¬ 
portant contemporary moral.” 

Miss Newport came to Bradley 
in 1948.

Work on 
her doctorate was begun at the 
University of Chicago.

FCC Asked 
To Approve 
'Ham'Station 

Bradley has applied to the Fed¬ 
eral Communications Commission 
for a license to operate an ama¬ 
teur radio station which will set 
up campus contacts with all glob¬ 
al points. 

Charles A. Hudson, assistant 
professor of electricity in Bennett 
College, announced yesterday he 
expects the application to be ap¬ 
proved in several weeks. 

Meanwhile, the school’s Ama¬ 
teur Radio Club has installed 
some high-powered equipment 
which will readily convert the 
proposed station for emergency 
operation in the wake of floods, 
storms, and other emergencies. 

The equipment includes a $600 
transmitter and $300 receiver 

Hudson said four members of 
the club have portable equipment 
installed in their automobiles, 
enabling the station to operate on 
the same basis as a police radio 
system 

He added that club members 
will have contact with other 
“hams” throughout the world. 

The station is in Duryea Hall. 
These facilities will also be avail¬ 
able for the course in amateur 
radio — one of the few such 
courses taught in an American 
college. 

Name Kincheloe 
To NASM Group 

Mr. Kenneth Kincheloe of the 
School of Music was appointed a 
member of the publicity com¬ 
mittee of the National Associa¬ 
tion of Schools of Music recently. 
The association is the accrediting 
body for music schools through¬ 
out the country. 

Association officials told Kinch¬ 
eloe that his appointment was a 
triute to Bradley’s outstanding 
program and growth.The appoint¬ 
ment is the first time that a rep¬ 
resentative of an “associate mem¬ 
ber” school has been named to an 
important committee of the group 

Bradley was granted an assoc¬ 
iate membership in NASM two 
years ago and will be re-examined 
this spring for full membership. 


In view of the fact that the 
Hub Ballroom is approximately 
twelve miles from Peoria city 
limits, the SC favors a reconsid¬ 
eration of the location of the 
dance by the social and execu¬ 
tive committees of the senior 
class. 

The SC stated that it is unfair 
for the senior class to force all 
seniors to pay class dues, $4.00 
of which is for the dance, when 
a great many of the students are 
unable to secure transportation. 
Many of the out-of-town students 
do not have cars and find it diffi¬ 
cult to secure a ride. 

The Council resolved that either 
the site for the dance be changed 
or provisions be made for deduct¬ 
ing the price of the ticket for the 
dance from the required class 
dues. 

This SC action was directed to 
the attention of President Owen, 
Leslie Tucker, Dean of Students 
and Ed Eul, president of the 
senior class. 

Last Tuesday the Student 
Council also passed a resolution 
adopting a revised plan for the 
selection of Who’s Who mem¬ 
bers. Under protest of former 
methods used in selecting mem¬ 
bers for this honorary college 
publication, the SC has devised 
a new method through which the 
student body will know “who is 
selected and why.” 

The SC has submitted a point 
system plan and it now awaits 
faculty and administrative ap¬ 
proval. The council’s plan, which 
has been worked out by an SC 
committee and heads of various 
campus organizations, adopts a 
uniform method of selection by a 
faculty-student committee known 
to everyone. 

If this revised plan goes into 
effect, Who’s Who members will 
be selected on the basis of schol¬ 
arship, and participation in ath¬ 
letics, school publications, and 
other campus organizations.

Bradley University is clamping 
down on all violations of the Uni¬ 
versity traffic laws with fines 
being collected for each violation. 
According to the Office of Stu¬ 
dent Services, students driving 
cars on or off the campus must 
have a sticker on their car. These 
stickers may be picked up in 
Room 116, Bradley Hall, without 
charge, and student without a 
sticker will be fined $5. 


Parking in the red and white 
areas is forbidden and is restric¬ 
ted in the areas between Seipert 
and Duryea Halls and in the back 
of the Business Office, which are 
reserved for the faculty and ad¬ 
ministrative personnel. Addi¬ 
tional restricted parking areas 
include the ends of the boule¬ 
vards on Institute Place, around 
the circle in front of Bradley Hall, 
all crosswolks, in front of Holmes 
Hall, and behind the Horology 
Building. 


Automobiles should be parked 
between the white marker lines 
running parallel to the curb. 
These markers afford fire pro¬ 
tection by providing ample space 
for the passage of fire trucks. 

University rules provide for 
a fine of $2 which will be issued 
for any traffic violation and must 
be paid within one week. Negli¬ 
gence in paying a fine will in¬ 
crease the fee $1 for each addi¬ 
tional week. Students neglecting 
to pay their fines will receive no 
grades, transcripts, or permission 
to reenter the university the fol¬ 
lowing semester, according to the 
OSS.

Full And Pertinent Facts/ 
Shouts Senior Dance Leader

Arthur Peters, social chairman of the senior class, de¬ 
manded a public apology from the Student Council for “un¬ 
justly questioning the integrity and judgment of the senior 
class social committee without due consideration of the facts.” 

Peters petitioned SC at its reg¬ 
ular meeting last Tuesday morn¬ 
ing to reconsider and defeat the 
resolution it had passed unani¬ 
mously the week previous, which 
denounced the location of the 
Senior Ball and the compulsory 
fee to be charged each senior. 

He accused the Student Coun¬ 
cil in his petition of “not acquaint¬ 
ing itself with the full and per¬ 
tinent facts before adopting the 
resolution” which was reported in 
last week’s SCOUT. 

Peters pointed out that of the 
six possible sites for the Senior 
Ball, “the Hub Ballroom is the 
only place large enough” to ac¬ 
commodate a group as large as 
the senior class and their guests. 
He said that although the Hub 
has the drawback of being locat¬ 
ed 13 miles from Peoria, the social 
committee felt “this fallacy is not 
sufficient to discount it as the 
site for the class dance.” 

The petition further pointed 
out that the four dollar figure 
for the price of the dance was 
voted on and passed by a major¬ 
ity of the senior class at a reg¬ 
ular meeting. It also called to the 
attention of the SC that because 
Bert Potter, owner of the Hub, 
agreed to hire the band for the 
two nights and to sub-let this 
band to the senior class for half 
the rental, the class would save 
$1,100. The band tentatively con¬ 
tracted for is Eddie Howard. 

Armed with the above enumer¬ 
ated facts, Peters somewhat un¬ 
diplomatically demanded that the 
SC reconsider and defeat the res¬ 
olution in question. 


SC Holds Firm 
On Original 
'Ball' Criticism 

The Student Council refused to 
back down to the rebuttal of the 
Senior Class Ball committee at 
last Tuesday’s SC meeting. 

The council received and noted 
the demand of Art Peters that 
they (SC) make a public apology 
for what has been termed in cer¬ 
tain quarters a personal attack 
from SC on the senior class dance 
committee. 

Council accepted and sent back 
to Peters and the class a report 
prepared by representative Bob 
Gleixner in answer to Peters’ de¬ 
mand for an apology. However, 
the second report to the dance 
committee from SC regretted 
“that the Executive Committee of 
the class misconstrued (the first 
SC resolution) as a personal 
attack.” 

The report said that “one of 
the primary purposes of the reso¬ 
lution was to bring out in the 
light facts as to why the Hub 
was chosen, and to let the mem¬ 
bers of the class judge for them¬ 
selves on the basis of these 
facts.” 

SC, in this report, still main¬ 
tained their stand that the Hub 
was not a satisfactory site for 
the dance, and that the charge 
of four dollars to all seniors for 
the dance is unfair.

This program is sponsored 
annually by the American Home 
Economics Association. Twenty- 
four other mid-western colleges 
besides Bradley will attend this 
program. 


Kline, an independent Repub¬ 
lican, who was elected two years 
ago to succeed Edward A. O’Neal 
as the Federation’s head, advo¬ 
cates flexible agricultural sup¬ 
port prices and has opposed the 
Farm Bureau cotton and tobacco 
bloc. 

Patman is a former Texas cot¬ 
ton farmer. As chairman of the 
23-man Texas delegation in Con¬ 
gress, he has been a representa¬ 
tive since 1929 and has been an 
outspoken crusader on many 
issues. 

Lively Debate Due 

Patman has long been a cham¬ 
pion of small business and was 
author and co-author of several 
bills between the years of 1936 
to 1946. Among these was the 
famous bonus bill of 1936, which 
brought immediate cash payment 
to World War I veterans of their 
paid-up life insurance. 

Controversy can be expected in 
the discussion due to the colorful 
personalities of the men involved, 
and the debate should prove to be 
quite interesting. The program 
started as a single city forum and 
rose to a nation-wide set-up 
broadcast.

Dr. Lawrence Lew, one of i 
Bradley’s outstanding professors ! 
and head of the Political Science

The Jay¬ 
hawkers, well rested after their final conference game, were primed 
for an upset. The Braves, physically and mentally down after the 
N.I.T., were ripe for just such an upset. But in the clutch, with 
Elmer Behnke, Paul Unruh and Charlie Grover providing the spark, 
they pulled themselves together and eked out a thrilling two point 
victory. 

* * * 

Outstanding individual performances by the Braves have been 
numerous in tournament play so far. Bud Grover’s second half 
guarding job on Syracuse’s Jack Kiley was certainly the defensive 
gem of the N.I.T. Paul Unruh's brilliant return to form in the sec¬ 
ond half of the K. U. game matched anything the great All Ameri¬ 
can has done in his four year career. The consistently stellar brand 
of ball turned in by Squeaky Melchiorre and Bill Mann won them 
places on the N.I.T. tournament team. When they were forced to 
sit out most of the last half of the final game because of four fouls, 
the Bradley attack slowed down considerably.

Probably the most encouraging development, as far as Coach 
Anderson was concerned, was the offensive splurge of Elmer 
Behnke. In the games with C.C.N.Y. and Kansas, Big E dialed 32 
points, while playing against the likes of Ed Rohman and Clyde 
Lovelette.

The pairings for the Western playoffs that match the Braves 
against U.C.L.A. in the first round seem to be a “little off.” On the 
basis of their past season’s record, these two clubs should be ranked 
as the favorites and as such should not meet until the finals. Assum¬ 
ing that the Braves were seeded first, it is hard to imagine how 
either Baylor or Brigham Young could be seeded over a U.C.L.A. 
team that owns wins over C.C.N.Y. and Illinois, as well as an im¬ 
pressive season’s record.

C. E. McBride, sports editor of the Kansas City Star and a 
member of the district five selection committee, lamented the fact 
that the Braves would probably be tired for the game last Monday 
night, but hastened to point out that “that, of course, was Bradley’s 
choice, the Peoria university wishing to play in the Madison Square 
Garden tournament as well as the greater tourney of its own 
collegiate organization.” Mr. McBride was no doubt shedding croco¬ 
dile tears over the Braves exhausted condition.

Quite a few people have pointed out that it was not Bradley’s 
choice to enter Monday’s game without rest, but the committee’s 
own choice for making such a playoff necessary when the Braves 
season’s record was clearly superior to any the Big Seven had to 
offer. 


The Braves, refreshed after 
three days away from the basket¬ 
ball wars, should be in top shape 
for the UCLA encounter that may 
prove to be their toughest game 
in Kansas City. The Uclans hold 
victories over Illinois on the Illini 
home court and CCNY in Mad¬ 
ison Square Garden. They defeat¬ 
ed Washington State, northern 
division Pacific Coast conference 
winners, for the right to meet the 
Braves tomorrow night. 

The last time the two schools 
met in basketball, the Braves 
were victorious at the Peoria 
Armory. Bradley defeated a 
UCLA team that was sparked by 
Jackie Robinson, the famed sec¬ 
ond baseman of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers. 

Should the Braves get by the 
Californians, they would be heav¬ 
ily favored to defeat either Brig¬ 
ham Young or Baylor in the finals 
Saturday night.

For several years, Dr. Wee has 
been an outstanding leader of 
youth in the United Lutheran 
Church. He served as executive 
secretary of the Student Service 
Commission of the National Lu¬ 
theran Council from 1946-1950. 
Last January 1, he was inaug¬ 
urated as president of Carthage 
College at Carthage—one of the 
youngest college presidents in the 
country. 

Dr. Wee received his M. A. and 
Ph. D. at the University of Wis¬ 
consin. He was pastor of Bethel 
Lutheran Church in Madison, 
Wisconsin from 1935-1946. 


U.OfC. Studes 
Frown Upon 
Loyalty Oath 

In a telephone survey of one 
hundred students made by the 
Daily Californian (official publi¬ 
cation of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia) nine out of ten students 
do not desire a student loyalty 
oath. Only 46% would sign such 
an oath if made a requirement 
for entrance at the university. 

Although there has been no 
public suggestion of such an 
oath for U. C. students, precedent 
for such an oath was set last fall 
at the University of Texas. 

That university has in opera¬ 
tion a loyalty oath requirement 
for the faculty and students alike. 
The Texas oath states, “I swear 
or affirm that I am not and have 
not been a member of or affiliat¬ 
ed with any society or group of 
persons which teaches or advo¬ 
cates that the government of the 
U. S. . . . should be overthrown 
or destroyed by force, violence, 
or any other unlawful means . .” 

U. C. students’ answers ranged 
from an outright protest if such 
a law be enacted, to passive re¬ 
sistance or indifference.

I would like to give a vote of 
confidence to the Scout for its 
work in reporting Student Coun¬ 
cil activities to the student body. 

The Student Council is the only 
organization on campus which 
represents the interests of all stu¬ 
dents, and the Scout is the official 
organ of the student body. It 
would seem appropriate that the 
continuing work of the Student 
Council, assisting Bradley in its 
progress as a university, should 
be reported in every issue of the 
Scout. 

I am interested not only in

Bradley students have recently raised 
somewhat justified complaints concerning 
numerous contribution campaigns conducted 
on the campus. Funds are constantly being 
solicited from Bradley students in order to 
enable Peoria to meet their pledged goal. 

This “hit the students monthly practice’ is 
exemplified by such drives as Community 
Chest, Infantile Paralysis, Heart Campaign 
and the recent Red Cross drive. Few Bradley 
students are financially able to constantly 
contribute money throughout the entire 
school year, although most of them desire 
to do their part in supporting such worthy 
projects. 

For the first few drives, students donate 
willingly without resentment, but by the time 
the fourth drive is underway and funds are 
even solicited at basketball games, they have 
a qualified reason to complain. 

The Bradley students greatly affected by 
these frequent requests for donations are 
the campus organizations, dormitories and 
Greek houses, rather than Peoria resident 
students. A good example of this is the 
recent Red Cross drive during which stu¬ 
dents willingly contributed money in various 
clubs, gave additional funds in their dorm 
or other campus residence, but complained 
when they attended chapel only to donate a 
third time when money containers were 
passed out to the student body. 

A new plan should be adopted next year 
to take care of these drives. One campaign 
should be conducted in the fall, with each 
student giving a more generous contribution. 
A certain percentage of this fund could then 
be taken out accordingly for all drives aris¬ 
ing during the school year. 

By this method the situation should be 
remedied and student complaints forgotten.

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Horology Tower Clock Now Electric 
Once Had To Be Wound Twice Daily 


Have you ever wondered about* 
the big clock in the tower of' 
Westlake Hall? Have you ever 
thought about who built it or 
how it was cared for or when it 
first went into operation? 

The Horology tower clock was 
built in 1898 at Bradley and for 
forty years thereafter it was 
wound manually, twice each 
week, by Mr. Fred Brown of the 
Bradley Horological faculty. Mr. 
Brown has also serviced the 
clock for many years and a few 
years ago it was changed to 
electric wind and now will run 
faithfully for many months with¬ 
out attention. 

The clock has four heavy glass 
dials which weigh about three 
hundred pounds each; and the 
hands, as with almost all tower 
clocks, are made of wood. This 
time-piece, not of the pocket 
variety, has kept time faithfully 
for the past half century and the 
only time it has failed is when 
driving sleet or ice have coated 
the hands, slowing the progress 
of the hands and sometimes stop¬ 
ping the clock completely. 

As an insight into the beating 
the hands take, the clock has 
been fitted with three new sets 
of hands since it was first put 
into operation. 

'Marry Wiser Woman 
Than Yourself-Man' 

Marietta, Ohio (ACP)—“Marry 
a woman who knows more than 
you do” is the advice given to 
college students by Warren Bru¬ 
ner, management consultant con¬ 
ducting an experimental course in 
career determination at Marietta 
College.

Bradley Horology Department Only One 
Of Its Kind Operated By A University 

Before the swift flight of Bradley University’s basketball team 
to national fame, the school’s Horology department was its chief 
claim to recognition. The horology school’s technique on watch 
repairing has now stretched beyond national boundaries, and it is 
the only Horology school operate-- 


ed as a department by a univer¬ 
sity in the nation. 

In the 30’s when a Russian 
commission visiting the Bradley 
campus tried to get the teaching 
technique of the Horology school, 
a book on Modern Methods of 
Horology, written in 1903 by Gene 
Hood, watch repairing instructor, 
and revised in 1939 by Dean 
George J. Wild, was all they re¬ 
ceived. Dean Wild believes Rus¬ 
sia re-produced the book and is 
now using it in the Soviet infant 
watch industry. 

Sales of the revised edition of 
the book recently passed the 
20,000 copy mark, and sales have 
l>een especially heavy in Aus¬ 
tralia, Czechoslovakia, France 
and Italy. This is the largest sale 
of such a book in history, accord¬ 


ing to Dean Wild. In the revised 
edition, except for great strides 
in the alloy-making for clock 
parts, basic watch repairing has 
changed little in the last 150 
years. 

Women and Watches 

The enrollment at Bradley’s 
Horology department is com¬ 
posed of two to three per cent 
women, who are especially adept 
at engraving. 

A complete course in all five 
departments—Elementary watch 
work, finishing, clock repair, en¬ 
graving, jewelry, and stone-set¬ 
ting—lasts 18 months. 

While the horology school may 
not have all the glamour associ¬ 
ated with other departments at 
Bradley, it can count more mil¬ 
lionaires among its graduates.

Final scripts of the shows 
entered must be submitted to the 
Homecoming committee, accord¬ 
ing to the rules, by noon on 
October 13, 1950. That date is 
five days prior to dress rehearsal 
of the acts, which is slated for 
October 18. Two performances 
will be given of the stunts for 
Homecoming—one each on Octo¬ 
ber 19 and 20. 

Hodges, when contacted by the 
SCOUT, said that present plans 
for Homecoming should produce 
“the best in Fifty.” He also em¬ 
phasized to those interested in

Owen said in the interview, 
“Larger gifts are becoming more 
and more scarce. All universities, 
even the largest of state and pri¬ 
vate schools, are having to de¬ 
pend more and more on annual 
recurring small gifts from many 
alumni and friends, rather than 
looking to very wealthy individ¬ 
uals for occasional large grants. 
Small gifts from many donors 
have become paramount in the 
obtaining of fresh endowment and 
cash for private schools.” 

He said that the method in use 
by the class of 1950 can be just 
as successful as one large grant, 
“a method prohibitive under the 
present tax structures.” 

If the class of ’50 instructs the 
University to use their class gift 
for scholarships, 125 participating

For 1950 Summer School 


An extensive 1950 summer session offering 426 courses 
has been planned by the University. 

Classes for the first session will begin Thursday, June 
15, and continue to July 20. The second session will begin 


July 21 with finals scheduled for* 
August 25. 

Students now in residence will 
register from May 15 to May 26 
with the registering deans and 
counselors—further details on 
registration will be announced 
later. 

Courses in the summer pro¬ 
gram are equivalent in method, 
character, and credit value to 
those offered during the regular 
school year. The curriculum 
ranges from undergraduate 
courses to graduate courses lead¬ 
ing to the master’s and doctor’s 
degrees. 

Housing and dining facilities 
will be available and library facil¬ 
ities will improve greatly when 
the new air conditioned library 
opens sometime in August. 

An extensive recreation pro¬ 
gram has been planned. Included 
in the leisure time activities 
offered by the school are six free 
outdoor movies, a Tuesday night 
series of concerts by the Peoria 
Municipal Band, and a series of 
free all-school dances. 

Included in the corps of 126 
faculty members will be several 
guest lectures. Two members of 


the Peoria School Board, Dr. John 
Harris and Mr. Anthony Marin- 
accia wil lteach education courses. 

Dr. William T. Bawden, prom¬ 
inent in the field of Industrial 
Education, will conduct a course 
on Leaders in American Indus¬ 
trial Education. A leader himself 
he has known and worked with 
nearly all the educators whose 
work will be studied. 

Mr. M. J. Puley, Director of 
Industrial Arts, at Tulsa Univer¬ 
sity, and Dr. William F. Rasche, 
Director of Milwaukee Vocation 
and Adult Schools, will conduct 
courses in Industrial Education. 

Miss Melba Johnson, formerly 
of Illinois Wesleyan University, 
and Kansas City University, will 
teach one course in Dramatic 
Production and another in “The 
History and Theory of the 
Theatre.”

1950 Homecoming 
Stunt Sho wRules 

1. The show will be composed of group 
acts, each group competing against all other 
groups for one set of awards. 

2. The abovementioned group acts will be 
composed of two organizations each, sub¬ 
divided, for purposes of pairing only, into 
four classes (fraternity, sorority, indepen¬ 
dent men, independent women). The pairing 
in these four classes will be done by draw¬ 
ing, to be held at 4 p. m. on Monday, May 8, 
1950 in room 114 Bradley Hall. Notice of 
entry must be given in writing to the Fac¬ 
ulty Chairman of Homecoming, Mr. Broehl, 
in Comstock Hall, before noon Friday, May 
5, 1950, said notice requiring only a state¬ 
ment signifying that the group desires to 
participate in the show. (At the discre¬ 
tion of the Faculty Chairman of Homecom¬ 
ing, a group may be allowed to enter at a 
later date. This provision is intended to 
allow for groups whose members would be 
on the campus for the first time at the fall 
semester). 

3. No group act shall use a total out of 
the two groups of more than fifteen people 
as a part of the performance itself. Addi¬ 
tional personnel may be used as stage hands, 
etc. These fifteen may be apportioned from 
the two organizations as the individual or¬ 
ganizations desire. All participants, in¬ 
cluding directors, writers, etc., must be 
regularly enrolled undergraduate members 
of the University, meeting the University 
scholastic requirements for such all-school 
events. 

4. Each act must be a minimum of ten 
minutes and a maximum of fifteen minutes 
in length. 

5. The act may be of any suitable type, 
including but not necessarily requiring danc¬ 
ing, singing, comedy sketches, etc. If as a 
part of the act musical accompaniment is 
required, the show orchestra, which will be 
provided by the University, must be given 
orchestrations by noon, Friday, October 13, 
1950. 

6. No props or scenery other than that 
carried by the members of the cast as a 
definite part of the act may be used. The 
standard lighting and sound system will be 
available to all groups on an equal basis. 
Sound effects may be used by the individual 
groups as desired. 

7. If a greater number of acts are en¬ 
tered than can be accommodated for the 
finals, at the discretion of the Faculty 
Chairman of Homecoming, an elimination 
shall be held at final dress rehearsal. Notice 
as to this effect will be given all groups 
before dress rehearsal night, together with 
the method of judging such an elimination. 

8. The acts at the finals will be judged 
on the basis of originality and entertain¬ 
ment value by a committee of twenty-five 
(25) independent members of the commu¬ 
nity, each of which will attend both per¬ 
formances and vote for the three best acts 
of his or her choice, ranked on a first, 
second, third place basis. On the basis of 
the tabulation of all judges’ ballots a first, 
second and third place award will be made 
(equal awards to each competing group 
winning each place.) 

9. Final scripts for each act must be 
submitted to the Faculty Chairman of Home¬ 
coming by Friday noon, October 13, 1950. 
The Faculty Chairman of Homecoming will 
act as the final judge of any disputes over 
interpretation or application of the rules, 
or show proper. 

10. There will be two performances of 
the show, Thursday, October 19, 1950 and 
Friday, October 20, 1950. Dress rehearsal 
will be Wednesday, October 18, 1950. 

11. If it is necessary at the beginning of 
the fall semester to change the above rules 
in any way, notification will be given to 
all groups concerned.

Senior Class To Contribute 
Initial Funds Toward 
Student Union Project 

The senior class took the first action to make a pro¬ 
jected Bradley student union-alumni center a reality at a 
meeting held last week. This was the effect of action by 
the class when it voted overwhelmingly in favor of using 

*all class gift income during the 
next five years for a student 
union building project. 

The action closely followed an 
announcement by President Owen 
that a student union-alumni cen¬ 
ter building is one of the major 
projects included in an overall 
long-range University plan. 

The Class of 1950 is fostering 
a class gift plan this year that 
might eventually amount to a 
gift of $50,000. The class voted 
at their meeting last Thursday 
to turn over all income raised by 
the class in the next five years 
to the University with instruc¬ 
tions that it be used only for a 
student union-alumni center build¬ 
ing. The money is the first pledge 
of any nature for such a project. 

The proposal that the class ap¬ 
proved was made by the gift com¬ 
mittee which is headed by Herb 
Meuller. The committee reported 
that 143 seniors have already 
agreed to participate in some 
way in the class gift project. The 
report also stated that 143 par¬ 
ticipants would net the class gift 
more than $15,000 under the 
terms of the endowment insur-^’ 
ance plan. 

The class also passed legisla¬ 
tion calling for the turning-over 
of any class surplus following 
the Senior Ball to the same fund 
as that of the class gift. 

In an interview reported in the 
SCOUT last week, University 
officials pointed out that the 
building of student unions on 
American college campuses is * 
normally an alumni project; and 
the same would probably hold 
true at Bradley.

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Job Competition Increases 
As Half-Million Graduate 


This June, approximately 500,000 college students, the 
largest number in our nation's history, will receive degrees 
in various fields of creative art and industry. This number, 
in addition to those persons already unemployed, leads one 
to believe that the job outlook for 1950 will not be as promis¬ 
ing as it has been in the past, and the competition some¬ 
what intensified. * 


This is not to say the outlook 
is entirely hopeless; but rather to 
stress the fact that in some local¬ 
ities certain occupations have an 
abundance of new openings. In 
view of the strong economical 
status of the United States, the 
growth of possibilities is limit¬ 
less. One must keep in mind, 
however, that the most important 
factor concerning the college 
graduate is how crowded is the 
field of his choice. 

Information Important 
In a recent open letter to all 
college seniors, Maurice J. Tobin, 
Secretary of Labor, stated, “It 
has become increasingly impor¬ 
tant that you secure as much 
information as possible about 
where the opportunities lie—in 
what industries, in what occupa¬ 
tions, and in what sections of the 
« 

country.” 

Some Fields Open 
What Mr. Tobin has said 
parallels the statement recently 
#nade by Mr. Chet Zebell of the 
Office of Students’ Services. 
Zebell stated, “Jobs today are 
more scarce than they have beep 
in the past, and that through the 
medium of pamphlets such as the 
placement bulletin, the college 


senior can best further his efforts 
of finding a- suitable position in 
his chosen field.” 

Prospects for new entrants in 
some fields are quite hopeful. In 
teaching, for example, there is an 
acute shortage of personnel in 
the elementary schools and a 
growing oversupply at the high 
school level. 

In other professional fields, 
however, stiff competition for 
jobs is expected in the next few 
years. These include law, journal¬ 
ism, and personnel work. This 
also applies to engineering, chem¬ 
istry, and business administra¬ 
tion. On the other hand, in the 
fields of medicine and dentistry, 
the opportunities are entirely 
favorable. 

In expressing his beliefs on the 
situation Tobin reminds the col¬ 
lege senior, “It is my hope that, 
with an understanding of condi¬ 
tions in the field of your choice, 
you men and women who grad¬ 
uate this year will speedly find 
employment where you can best 
utilize your knowledge and skills 
and contribute most to the 
society that made possible your 
education.”

Coach Schrall’s squad, fresh .after 
two impressive victories, will be 
looking for wins 3 and 4 in the 
Missouri Valley race.

Championship Game 

Friday evening at 8:00, the 
Braves will tangle with the Ag¬ 
gies in the second, and deciding 
game (unless each has one win), 
at Tom Connor Field in East 
Peoria. If necessary, the third 
game will be played Saturday 
night at 8:00 at Tom Connor. 
The adult tickets for these games 
are only $.75 while students will 
pay the regular $.50 fee, but must 
show their passbooks. 

The golf and tennis prelimi¬ 
naries will begin Friday morn- 
infi. A total of 56 holes of golf 
will be played at the Peoria Coun¬ 


try Club; 46 holes in the morn¬ 
ing and afternoon on Friday, and 
the final 18 on Saturday morning. 
The tennis prelims are scheduled 
for the Glen Oak Park and Brad¬ 
ley Park courts. The final 
matches will be played on Satur¬ 
day. 

The Aggies are defending 
champions in every sport and 
are Southern Division baseball 
champions this year. Their track 
tea mwill bring five returning 
M. V. C. titleholders as well as 
several players from last year's 
baseball team which defeated 
Bradley for the M. V. C. title. 

Bradley’s Roy Grieve and Jack 
Heintzman are also out to de¬ 
fend their titles. Grieve captured 
both the hurdle events in last 
year’s meet while Heintzman won 
the high jump. 

Altogether, there will be 10 de¬ 
fending champions in 12 events 
in the track meet while the other 
three sports also contain a host 
of stars.

A Common Noon Hour? 

As time draws near for the construction 
of next fall's recitation schedule, a plea, repi- 
titious as it may seem, should be made for 
the adoption of a standard noon hour on 
campus. 

The recitation schedule of this semester 
shows that only 24 classes are slated to meet 
at 12 noon. This means that on many days, 
fewer classes than this meet at that hour, 
since most are one, two or three hour classes. 
Predominant in the number of noon classes 
are the Engineering college and the large 
lecture courses which make use of the chapel. 
These two seem to hold the key to the prob¬ 
lem. 

With the opening of the new Library, and 
the garnishing of more olas^ room space in 
the basement of Bradley Hall, there is little 
obstacle left in the abandonment of most, if 
not all, noon hour classes. 

There is little need to write prolificly on 
the advantages of the common noon hour! 
The ending of the long serving periods for 
lunch by the cafeteria and other commissar¬ 
ies would result in a reduction of food costs. 
Clubs and activities could hold their meetings 
more successfully during the noon period if 
they could be assured of an hour that would 
be convenient for every member or student 
to attend. 

It would reduce the need for many meet¬ 
ings at night and thereby end many conflicts 
between campus activities. Also, since most 
students are already on campus at noon, it 
would offer greater opportunity for partici¬ 
pation in activities, if group meetings were 
held in conjunction with lunch. 

A little ingenuity, and some initiative 
could bring back the common noon hour to 
Bradley's campus.

The Braves then returned home 
on Monday to rout the visiting 
Arkansas Razorbacks 10-2 and 
run their winning streak to 7 in 
a row. 

The Braves broke the ice in the 
first Detroit game when Weeks 
scored Fivek in the third. They 
added three more in the fourth, 
and then applied the clincher in 
the fifth when they counted two 
more on hits by Tuttle, Melchi- 
orre and Mallory. 

On Saturday the Braves prac¬ 
tically ran Detroit off the field 
with daring base running. They 
swiped a grand total of 8 bases 
in addition to collecting 16 hits.

New Records Set 
At Washington U. 
Track Meet 

The Bradley thinclads of Tony 
Juska ran roughshod over highly 
touted Washington University 
84 ^ to 46 Ms at St. Louis last 
Saturday as Del Cobb and Bill 
Blackwell set two new all-time 
Bradley track records. 

Cobb, running the mile event 
for the first time this year, 
showed a real kick at the finish 
and turned in a 4:30.5 to lower 
the 23 year old mark of 4:31.2 
set by Glen Schwartz in 1927. 
Del then came back to win the 
880 in 1:58.4. 

Blackwell showed nearly per¬ 
fect form as he sprinted the 220 
yard dash in 21.4 to lower his 
Bradley record of 22.1, which was 
set on a curved track.

EDITORIAL 

An organized faculty rating 
program will go on trial at 
Bradley next week for the first 
time in the school's history. 

Faculty appraisql systems of 
one type or another have been 
incorporated at numerous uni¬ 
versities in the United States. 
In some cases they have 
proved to be highly successful; 
in others, they have failed Com¬ 
pletely. 

The success of Bradley's plan 
will depend entirely upon two 
factors: the attitude of the stu¬ 
dent body and the attitude of 
faculty members. 

The student must realize 
that under the plan adopted at 
Bradley, student opinions of 
teaching will be used only in 
the improvement of instruction. 
They should give an honest, 
carefully thought-out evalua¬ 
tion of their instructors. 

The co-operation of ALL 
faculty members will also be 
necessary in order to make the 
rating system successful. Ac¬ 
tive participation of all persons 
being appraised, although not 
required, will be extremely im¬ 
portant. 

This faculty rating system is 
only one in a series of plans 
which have been under the con¬ 
sideration of a faculty commit¬ 
tee organized for the improve¬ 
ment of instruction. 

The Student Council should 
also be recognized for the prog¬ 
ress which is being made in 
connection with the solving of 
student problems. 


of lengthy consideration by a 
joint faculty-student committee. 
Faculty members included Dr. D. 
B. Swartz, chairman; Dr. C. E. 
Sipple, F. E. Dace, A. Wayne 
McGaughey and N. A. Young- 
gren. Student council members 
are Robert Cummings, Chair¬ 
man; Dawn Johnson, Vince Mil¬ 
ler, Nancy Millikan and Ed 
Worthington. 

The basic purpose of the plan 
lies in the aid which may be given 
in the improvement of instruc¬ 
tion by student rating, Dean Sip¬ 
ple said. The committee pointed 
out that the plan should be used 
for no other purpose. It also 
pointed out that in order to gain 
the greatest value from the plan, 
its use must be voluntary with 
each faculty member. 

Various plans for a system of 
this type have been under con¬ 
sideration by faculty members 
for some time. Several faculty 
have used their own rating forms 
in classes during the last two or 
three years. The Student Coun¬ 
cil has also been working on this 
subject. These two study groups 
co-ordinated their work and both 
will assist in carrying out the 
adopted plan. 

The unsigned forms, when 
filled out, go to the instructor. 
No one else is to have access to 
them except through voluntary 
action on the part of the faculty 
member.

Once more the Braves must play 
the winner of the Big Seven Conference to represent district five 
in the NCAA playoffs—but this time it is in baseball. 

★ ★ ★ 

The first NCAA baseball tournament was held in 1947 under 
the auspices of Western Michigan College at Kalamazoo. Yale rep¬ 
resented the four districts east of the Mississippi and California 
the four western districts. California wound up as the national 
champ. The following year, it was Southern Cal who won again 
over Yale while the U. of Texas was victorious in 1949. 

★ ★ ★ 

This year’s tournament, to be held at Omoha, Neb., will cost 
approximately $25,000. and is expected to pay for itself. The main 
sources of revenue are gate receipts, radio and television. 

★ ★ ★ 

There is some talk of getting a large national advertiser to 
underwrite the tournament in Omaha. The NCAA will frown on 
this idea unless this advertising is done in a dignified manner. It 
is exepcted that the tournament will be a financial independent 
success. 

★ ★ ★ 

Commissioner Chandler’s ruling that college coaches could 
not act as scouts for profesional teams has been changed. Now a 
college coach may act as a scout, but he cannot sign one of his 
own players until they have been out of school for one year. Now 
the college coach-scout can feed off his rival college coach. 

★ ★ ★ 

Bradley’s Roy Grieve dethroned Jim Nutter of Wichita as the 
leading point-getter in the M.V.C. track meet. Roy took both hurdle 
events and a third in the broad jump for 13 points. 

★ ★ ★ 

In figuring the totals for the M.V.C. all-sports trophy, more 
points were given to the third place team in football (which is 
rated on a 1000, 900, 800 basis) than to the first place team in 
basketball, (750 points). It appears as though the conference is 
de-emphasizing the sport which gives it its prestige. 

★ ★ ★ 

Don Alford’s superb four-hit performance against the Aggies 
in the third and deciding game was only half of the story. The 
tricky right-hander got three for three at the plate and scored 
the winning run. 

Big League scouts generally do not like to pay college ball 
players a bouns since few of the bonus players have produced. The 
new technique is to pay the college ball player the top salary of the 
League to which he is going and “give him the rest under the 
table”. According to J. F. McKale of the U. of Arizona, this prac¬ 
tice was tried there not long ago.

previous sports year. 

Points are awarded on the bas¬ 
is of the school's rank in all of 
the conference sports. A first 
place finish in football is worth 
1000 points, second place 900, etc. 
Basketball comes next with first 
place worth 750 points and each 
succeeding place counting 7 5 
points less. Baseball and track 
are both worth 400 points to the 
winner with a difference of 50 
points between each place. Golf, 
tennis and swimming complete 
the list of sports and each count 
300 for the winner. 

Point totals for the current 
sports year show that the Aggies 
are out in front with 1375 while 
Bradley is second with 1350. 
These totals include all sports ex¬ 
cept football and basketball 
Points for these sports will be 
given according to the way the 
teams finish next year.

Several honorary degrees have 
been awarded by the university 
but this will be the first earned 
degree. 

Registrar Asa A. Carter also 
announced yesterday that the 
largest number of students in the 
history of the school will gradu¬ 
ate June 12. This year’s graduat¬ 
ing class of 1,024 students com¬ 
pares to last year’s previous 
record of 740. 

Some one hundred twenty stu¬ 
dents will receive the master’s 
degree, compared to about 20 
granted last year. 

Sellon entered Bradley in June, 
1949, to complete work on his 
doctor’s degree. Previously he 
received a bachelor of arts degree 
at Stout Institute, Menomonie, 
Wis., and a master of arts degree 
at the University of Oklahoma at 
Norman. 

His dissertation was entitled: 
“A Study of Methods of Evalua¬ 
tion and Their Application to In¬ 
dustrial Arts with Suggestions 
for the Content of a Course in 
Technique of Evaluation.” 

He successfully passed his 
oral examinations before Brad¬ 
ley’s Graduate Council May 9. 

Bradley extended its graduate 
program to include the doctor’s 
degree last summer, offering the 
doctor of education, doctor of 
philosophy in education, and doc¬ 
tor of philosophy in chemistry. 

The program has experienced 
a rapid growth. There are al¬ 
ready 20 students working 
towards the doctor of education 
degree in industrial arts under 
Dr. Fred Strickler, dean of Ben¬ 
nett college and former professor 
at Columbia University.

OSS Means Office Of 
And All Student Services

With the approach of the clos-* 
ing of another semester, more 
and more students are gradually 
navigating in the direction of the 
Office of Student Services.

Finding flaws in the wisdom 
of their vacation plans, many 
students, and especially those 
graduating in June, desire assist¬ 
ance in planning their future 
lives. 

Chances are that students will 
find the proper guidance from 
the competent workers in the 
OSS, for these people are well 
qualified to assist most every 
student. 

They offer help in solving voca¬ 
tional, personal, and social, as 
well as academic problems. This 
is all part of the University’s 
counseling service. 

Contrary to a belief held by 
many students, the OSS isn’t a 
special function available only to 
those Freshman students desiring 
advice. Its purpose is to aid all 
Bradley students in the solving 
of the problems confronting them. 

Unfortunately, many people 
with defects in their graduation 
requirements wait until the last 
minute to get their difficulties 
straightened out, thus causing 
unnecessary and easily avoidable 
confusion. 

The Office of Student Services, 
through the words of its manager, 
Dr. Leo Bent, urges all Bradley 
students, regardless of age, sex, 
or class, to, “Come to our office 
and receive needed assistance 
with any of your vocational, per¬ 
sonal, social, or academic prob¬ 
lems.” 

All students will find it profit¬ 


able to follow this advice and 
have seemingly unsolvable prob 
lems solved easily and efficiently. 

The Office of Student Services 
issued a final warning to those 
veterans graduating in June and 
planning to continue in graduate 
work. They must make applica¬ 
tion for a Supplemental Certifi¬ 
cate of Eligibility in order to do 
graduate work. 

With increasing restrictions 
placed on students taking train¬ 
ing under the G. I. Bill, it is be¬ 
coming more and more difficult 
to clear a student who doesn’t 
already have a Certificate of Eli¬ 
gibility, OSS explains. 

Any veteran receiving a Certif¬ 
icate of Eligibility whose effective 
date is later than entrance into 
training, must pay the tuition for 
the period prior to effective date 
of his certificate, according to the 
OSS release.

An Editorial 

Tomorrow, residents of the 
greater Peoria area will go to 
the polls to vote on one of the 
most important local affairs in 
recent years. 

The future of Peoria as an air 
center will be decided at the 
polls. On the ballot, the choice 
is whether Peoria wants an air¬ 
port authority or will leave the 
airport in the hands of the Park 
Board. 

Actually, the decision is far 
graver. If the port is left with 
the Board, Peoria will disappear 
from airway maps. If a sepa¬ 
rate authority is established 
under the Illinois Airport Au¬ 
thority act, the air potential of 
this area will be increased at 
a tremendous rate. 

Establishment of an airport 
authority is vital, for these rea¬ 
sons: 

1. Peoria is in danger of los¬ 
ing both the Air National Guard 
and commercial air line service 
with a consequent loss of mil¬ 
lions in payrolls, services and 
conveniences. The threat comes 
from active coal mining opera¬ 
tions underneath the port, with 
resultant surface damage. Un¬ 
less the coal rights areq pur¬ 
chased, and surface damage 
stopped, the Air Guard leaves, 
and with it, imillions in federal 
funds for its operation. 

2. Peoria's park board is in 
no position to undertake the 
long an dcostly process of buy¬ 
ing the coal rights which will 
safeguard the airport. 

3. The airport authority, with 
a broader tax base, will have

the necessary funds for this* - 
first project, and for further im¬ 
provements to make Peoria a 
leading midwest air center. 

Peoria once turned away ma¬ 
jor railroads, and has been re¬ 
gretting it ever since. Bloom¬ 
ington recently turned down an 
airport authority, and now has 
no commercial or military air 
service. 

If the airport authority is not 
approved, Peoria . . . and Brad¬ 
ley . . . will not have an air¬ 
port. 

Pictures like the one above 
will become history, and Brad¬ 
ley, in all its activities, will suf¬ 
fer as much as Peoria, since it 
follows in this case that what 
is good for Peoria is also good 
for the university. 

The airport authority is vital 
to both Bradley and the city. 
Student, faculty and staff of the 
university should VOTE on Fri¬ 
day, May 26, whether they are 
registered or not, since they can 
register at the polls. They 
should remember the facts con¬ 
cerning Peoria's future in the 
airways. I

3ovt. Releases 
-abor Reports 

In releases issued by the United 
States Department of Labor, it is 
explained that the largest single 
field of employment open to the 
college graduate this year is in 
the business management field. 
It is also reported that business 
today is depending more and 
more on the college graduate 
who has been thoroughly instruc¬ 
ted in modern business and plant 
management. ' 

Other reports that were releas¬ 
ed by the department of labor 
were studies in the field of chem¬ 
istry, nursing, reporting and 
pharmacists. 

The department issues these re¬ 
ports at regular intervals, and 
they are available to the public 
by writing to the Department of 
Labor, Washington, D.C. 


In the third Phi Alpha Theta 
Poll, lack of support for the farm 
party was shown. This poll, con¬ 
ducted during the week before 
Easter, included men and women 
of all classes. 

The question asked by some of 
the students was, “Do you believe 
that the American farmer should 
be protected (or subsidized) by 
a parity price support program?” 
Phi Alpha Theta, National Hon¬ 
orary History Society, hopes to 
bring some of the more pressing 
National issues to the student in 
this form. 

The negative results of the poll, 
28 yes, 38 no, and 26 that didn’t 
answer or didn’t understand the 
problem, provided meat for a 
number of opinions by Glenn A. 
McLain, member of Phi Alpha 
Theta. McLain said that he feels 
students really don’t understand 
the problem which has cost the 
taxpayers $5,000,000 in direct 
taxes since 1945 and that too 
many students have only vague 
ideas about such terms as sub¬ 
sidy, parity and the like. 

In a break-down of classes, the 
emphasis being on the Freshman 
and Sophomore students, 12 out 
of 40 didn’t know what the pro¬ 
gram was, while 4 of 11 Seniors 
gave the sam eanswer. This might 
indicate, according to McLain, 
that in four years of college the 
student\has learned practically 
nothing along these lines. 

In conclusion, McLain said, 
“The students polled probably 
represent an average cross-sec¬ 
tion of American campus opinion 
on the question. If this is so, the 
high number of no’s might signify 
a high incidence of urban stu¬ 
dents who are little concerned 
with farm problems. In any case 
the lack of knowledge and under¬ 
standing of a very important do¬ 
mestic issue will cost these same 
students money as future tax¬ 
payers if the situation is not 
remidied by study and reflec¬ 
tion.”

To Visit This Area As 
Bond Drive Feature 

A one-ton replica of America’s 
famous symbol of freedom, the 
Liberty Bell, will stop at Peoria 
on May 31, in its tour of Illinois. 
The tour began in Chicago May 
15. 

The donation of six leading 
copper companies, a steel com 
pany, an automobile manufactur¬ 
er, an Illinois truck line, an oil 
company, and the truck-mounted 
unit with driver, symbolizes the 
U. S. Savings Bond Drive in Illi 
nois. The Illinois quota in'the 
drive, known as the Independ 
ence Drive, is $56,048,000. The 
national quota is $650,000,000. 

Arnold J. Rauen, State Direc 
tor, U. S. Treasury Savings Bonds 
Division for Illinois, said the bell 
is of the same formula—with 
slight improvements—as the 
original now in Philadelphia. The 
only difference from America’s 
revered relic is represented by a 
painted line on the replica instead 
of the crack and there are no 
dents or chips in the Illinois Bell. 

Not only does it have the same 
dimensions and appearance, even 
to the misalignment of the letters 
on its crown, but it has been so 
constructed as to sound the exact 
note sounded by the original bell. 
The tone was duplicated, accord 
ing to bellmasters, after a long 
study of every phase of the 
make-up of the Liberty Bell.
